eighteen foot bzoad. By what J babe related, ( quoth Folly) 
you may perceive that the Babylonians, the Egyptians, the 
Phrygians, the French-men , and the Germains, followed my 
counſell'; but as fo2 cther Nations,they were not as pet infected 
with Jdolatry : Foz the good Patriarch Noah, otherwiſe called 
Janus, habing dwelt in Italy fourſcoze and two years, and bes 
ing 950 years old, (370 years after the Aloud) he dyed, betoze 
the Incarnation 1576 years.

ner of perſon to do Homage unto the Mols of his Father and 
Mather, and to adoze them with Divine Wozſbip'z and fo be 
was (as you babe heard) the firft Inventer of Jdolatiy.

The firſt Jupiter then peu may 
perceive was Ofiris, Nepbew to Noah, whom Moſes named 
Mazaraim, ; The ſecond Jupiter was Cambo Blaſcon King of 
Italy, which ſome ſay alſs had been King of Athens, and of 
Arcady, but I think that Jupiter of Arcady, bobs degat Lace 
demon, is ſume other beftde Cambo Blaſcon,  Powlveder the 
S certain it is that Jupiter of Crete, Oſiris and 
oambo Blaſcon were contraries. 27 . 
be third Jupiter, renowned in the Wozld, was King of 
the Ale of Crete: who bare in his Pcutchion and. Coat-Ar- 
mour an-Eagle t but in all his manners be was altogether gi- 
ten to Folly, Foz be defloured Wirgins, be raviched Wives, 
| abuſed young children, and committed all kind of Millan that 
was poſſible either to be tpoken oz done. Pe - committed adul- 
tery with Alcmena, the Wiife of Amphitrio, of whom be begat 
little Hercules gf Greeee: he did the like with Leda the Wife 
of Tyndarus, of ſobom alto be begat fair Nelen: I ſoathe ta tell; 
what Deflourtngs and Napes be cfered and thzuſt upon di⸗ 
bers particular and fgir young Children. Bus not»: 
withlauding bis vile life (quoth Folly) by my means the rude 
People made him a Sod, and many faife Lyars have attribute 
a him the Noble deeds.f the gaod Patriarch Noah, and his 
Depbety Obris, ftrnaamed-Jupiterc Ie uſt. FOE (in t 
| Vozeober , thep did not only make ser iſice unto bim, but 
ate gabe him the-Titls and Name ol ene —

Whereas indeed he was the worft evil: fo be was an Ancefluors 
and Sodomitical perſon, and a common Enemy te Chaſtity and 
honefkty; in ſo much that People openly. in tdeir Stage 
playes -counterfeited, Sung and Deſcanted upon the filtbp. 
Leacberies, and other Willanies which he uſed, atfirming that 
tuch Antiques and Pageants were woft fir and agreeable unte 
him: By means whereof all bis Zupjeas gave themtelbes to 
the ſame , ſaping, that it was as fit foꝛ them fo to libe, ag fo2 

their great God Jupiter.. 

AJ governed little Hercules of Greeee, otherwiſe called Al 
ceus, the Baftard Son unto the fame Jupiter, whom he had be 
Alcmena, the Mit of Amphitrio. Unto the fame Hercules

title sf great Hercules of Lybia, which is mcft falls: Fo2 that 
Hercules of Greece was the firſt Pyrate that ever roved on the 
Seas, and abounded with all Uice, following the eps of his 
Father Jupiter the Adulterer, in all reſpects 5 and as he lived, - 
eben ſo be dyed : Foz being mad (faith Seneca) he "flew bis 
wilt and childzen, and afterwards burned himſelf. Byt a little 
befoze his death be made Philactetes fwear that he would neber 
diſcloſe bis Death, noz the manner how be had beftowed bim⸗ 
- Felf, which thing be did of 8 Wain, arrogant, pzoud, and ambi⸗ 
tious mind, even to this end, that the pesple might repoꝛt and 
believe, that the Gods bad drawn him up to Peaben invifſble ; 
but it chanced not as be defired. Pet notwithftanding ( quoth 
Folly ) I perſwaded the lying Greeks that it was ſo, and made 
them woꝛſpiß bim as a God. Bet 
AI governed fair Paris Ring Priams Son, whole firname was 
Alexander. At the firſt de made no geteunt of me, but 
leading a Centemplatibe life he followed the Loze of Pallas the 
Goddefs of wiſdome, mine Adverſary : but when Juno, Pallas 
and Venus, were at firiſe foz the golden Ball, which was 
thzown amoneft them, (with condition that the faireſt of them 
Gould have it) they committed the matter to the Judgement 
of Paris firnamed Alexander? who was upon potut t give 
Sentence in the Behalfe of Pallas mine Enemy, but dy me 
perſivation afterwerds be gave it unto Venus my good friend, 
and my old acquaintance 2 _ to? Mecompence uf his

In that War were killed many Pzinces and Noble Kniabte, 
as Hector, Achilles, and Paris alſo was lain by Philactetes 
the Companion of the leffe Hercules, in a Combat fought hand 
to hand. The — which they uſed were Bowes and fozked 
Arrowes, wherewith Philactetes waunded Paris in thzee places, 
Firft, in his left hand 5 ſecondly, in bis right eye > thirdly, in 
beth bis legs, which were faftned with the ſtraak together, -Be- _ 
ing thus wounded, the Trojans carried him into. the City, 
where ſhoꝛtlp after he died. | 15 

J. governed (quoth Folly ) fair Helen, the baſfard Daughter 
_ of the third Jupiter King of Crete, begotten of Læda the Wite 
ol Tindarus: which Helen, by my counſell, went from ber 
Pusband Menelaus, and ſuffered ber ſelf to be rabiſbed by a 
Foling Lecheroug Trojan named Paris, ſirnamed Alexander, 
the Son of King Priam: fþe bzought blood and death to Troy, 
inftead of Dowzte : foz by ber occafion Troy was deftroped, and 
Priam with the moſt part of his Childzen killed.

When 
che was thus arrived at Troy, the good man ber Busband 
Menelaus, with Ulyſſes and other Gzeek Embaſſadours, came to 
fetch her atoay, and King Priamus commanded that ſpe ſpauld be 
dzought into bis pꝛetence, offering unto, her frankly with loud 
boyce,. that fþe ſþould (i ſhe thought-good) freely and wich 
full liberty depart again into Greece, with all ber retinue, 
peeple, and pelfe.. Whereunto. {be anſwered in the bearing 
of her Pusband and King Priam, with the reſt of his Coun- 
ſell and Commons, that ſþe was not difpoſed to retire ts her 
Countrep, wiſhing alto wat her Pusband Menelaus that good

man might- go-to God, that ſe was none. cf his wile, nei⸗ 
ther would ſhe habe to-do with bim, and that he came not 
to Troy againt her will, neither did ſpe eſteem of his 
marriage.

To conclude, at length Troy by; Treaſon was taken, and 
ranſackt : eighteen pears after .ſþe had been frem her Plic- 
band, and all that ſpace bad lived in Leacherp, with tws 
Adulterers, \þ2 grew to agreement and made peace with her 
Musband Menelaus, But when ſhe was wared old che looked - 
in a glaſſe, and ſreing ber lece tar from. fair, ſpe kell into a 
lol laughter, and ficuted at the Fools that tought ten years 
together, foꝛ the love of a thing that faded ſo ſoon away : but 
when ber Pusband Menelaus was dead, two chief men of the 
City Sparta, named Nicoſtratus and Magapentus, men of 
great authozitp, bunted_Helen out-of the Citie and Realm 
of Lagedemonia, without appointing unto Her anp place oz 
pzobilſon to keep her. Upon which Baniſpment ſþ? came 
toe Rhodes, to her ancient Companion and Friend Queen 
Polipg;, which was alſo then a Widow , by reaſon. of the 
Death of her Pusband Tlepolemus , who was lain befoze - 
Troy: And when ſþ2 was at Rhodes, Queen Polipo uſe 
ber bery well; but the poung Gentlewomen ber wait» 
ing Paids hated her deadly, fo2 that ſbe was the cauſe that 
their King. Tlepolemus was killed: inſomuch that upon 3 
dap they conſpired. together againſt her, and got per into 
Garden, bobere they .faſtning- a Rape about ber Neck. bil 
ber upon a Tree and ftrangled her to death. This was the mi⸗

I governed Sardanapalus,. the la Ring ef the Aſfyrians, 
who regarded net the Government of the Realm, but lived altoy 
gether in delight. de uſed to paint his Face, and to, apparell 
bimtelf in womans-apyarell :-be exerciſed himſelf in all kinds 
of villany andMtbineſs : infomuch that when be ſaw that he 
was fozſaben of the greateſt of his people, and that he bad very 
evill luck in Cattell againſt his Euemies, and ſtood? upon no 

ground free from danger of death v At chanced one day, that bee 
ing in the Lower of Babylon, be ſet it on fire, and there burned 
pimtelf, and all that ever be bad. 

I goberned Cambiſes King of Perſia, the Ben of- goed- Bing 
Syrus, who-by mp counſell-was.giben to gluttony,; and 
kenneſs,with other vices nat befeeming a Prince. Mpmm a time,

There was dainty feeding, 
Pleaſant parleping, continuall quatfing, inſemuch that balfe 
dꝛunk and whole deunk was a:goodly game: ribauldꝛy was our 
recreation, and ag fo2 knavery it was canvoſt to the pꝛoofe. 
Wen tupper woas ended, Lady Wantonneſs came to me, and 
asked me if J would Dance: And Lady Luſt likewiſe, asking 
me whether J would lye alone, oz habe 8 Bedfellow ?.J made 
anſwer, that J was weary, by reaſon of nip journey, and fo de- 
fired to go to bed. Then Laſciviouſneſs beought me to my tham⸗ 
der, where ſhe lodged me in ſweet Sheets, à ſoft Bed, Curtains 
of Tifſie, end oll things coftly and excellent.

Pallace, and after brought him to dinner. 


N the Morning when the Sun beams bꝛightly adozned the 
Chamber where J lap, J perceived the gallant glaſs Min⸗ 
dowes of coftip Cryſtall; Laſciviouſneſs came unts me and 
bad me good mozrow, asking me if J would rife, UWhereto

 Cfure-Pouſe,, where we ſato Coffers full of Ccyn- and Jewels, 
which was kept by Lady Fortune (ag Voluptuoulneſs. ſafd ) 
and ſhe beſtowed all that Treaſure on ſuch as the King com⸗ 
manded.

| "Yo Palace was fituated oꝛ built in a pleaſant Mallep, up⸗ 
& on the foot of a high Mountain, invironed with Mils on e- 
very fide, whereby it was not only defended from foꝛee of Tem- 
pets, which wap foever the Winds blew, but the bery Wills 
themſelves were very lightly and ter viceable. Foz on the one 
was à goodly Uineyard; wherein grew Eꝛapes of fundzp ſozts x 
von the other fide it ns” 4g quantity ot grain on ano⸗ 
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ther ide where high Mood, wbicþ pielded great ſtoꝛe of good 
Timber, and Trees wherein bzed all manner of Birds; on ano⸗ 
ther fide were Marrens and Conny-bozows full ot Bares and 
Connies :- in another place was a goodly Park, wherein was up 
want: of: Deer, Red oz Fallow. Beyond theſe Hils were goodlp 
Foꝛreſts, full of Gentlemaniy Game foꝛz hunting. In the Ual- 
ley where the palace ſtood was a marbellous fair green Pedow, 
thozow the middeſt whereof ran a River of fine treſh- water, 
upon the bꝛims whereof on both ſides along grew Apple-trees, 
Pear-trees, Plum-trees, Olibe⸗trees, Elder-trees, Dke-trees, 
Elme⸗ trees; and. ſuch libe : faſt by: the-good!p Bank alſo, grew 
many poung Mazel trees, full cf Nuts, at the time of the year, 
and by that again ſuch ſtoze of Malnut⸗trees, as paſs to be ſpo⸗ 
ken, beſides many Ponds tull of Fiiþ, and excellent D:chards 
- of all kinds of Fruit, and goodlpy Gardens alſo of ſweet flow⸗ 
ers, The River was not without great ſtoze ef :Water-towles5 
and as.foz the Mood, there bꝛed in it Hawks, Pernes, Peli⸗ 
cans, Pheaſants, Cranes, Mcod-cocks, Bittozs, Bites, 
Crowes, Cozmozants,Turtles,Woodquiſts,Caglesz to be ſhoꝛt, 
all kind of Birds poſſible, as might be perceived ;iy Feaibers, 
which fell from them to the ground pꝛuning themſelves. What 
ſþould I ſpeak-of Pigeon Youſc$, and of-ſecret Banquetting pta- 
ces, fine and delicate? why it were but Folly. Betide all this, 
pou muſt think that there were Lennis⸗Courts, and alt other 
places of Paſtime 5 the Mals whereof were verp bigh, inſs- 

much that it would habe made one amazed and dizzie to look 
down from the top. There was alſo amarvellous Moat and fear⸗ 
full to behold, the bridge whereof was not broad, and called 
Deſperation, the paſſage over being a long narrew Plank, to 
that if one went awzy, he tell in, with hazzard never to be re- 
cobered. The Stables were full of geodlp hozſes, as — 
Jennets, Barbed Yozſes, Geldings, Packneys; WMules, Ca⸗ 
mels, and Colts. The Kennels full of Dogs, as Gꝛap⸗haunds, 
Otter⸗hounds, Pare⸗hounds, Spaniel, fo2 Land and Mater, 
Maſtives fo2z Bull, Bear, and Booz. We Supt in a Ban⸗ 
guetting Pouſe,and our Supper excelled all the Fare that ever 
law,: Lady Venus kept me company, and J was dulled with 
the ſumptuous ſervice that J 1 All mp delight was to WY 2 
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Lady Venus, who fate ober againſt me, inſorfiuch that at laſt” 
Voluptuquſneſs ober-came. Supper being ended, in came 
Stage-plapers, Dancers, Maskers, Mummers, and many. [poztss 
which we uſed daily in Feaſting. Now when J waxed weary , 
I took my leave of the Company with good night: and then was 
bzougbt to the bzavefi Chamber in all the Palace, Lady Ve- 
nus and her waiting maids tending upen me. But every one de- 
parted after J was in Bed, ſaving only Venus, the Goddeſs of 


Lobe, with whom I lap all night.

Foz the Number Eleven 
by the Opinion of Chziſtian Doctozs, and Philoſophers» is à 
wicked and unjucky number; foz that the number tew-lignifies, 
the ten Commandements of God, the number o Eleven which 
is one meꝛe, pꝛopheſteth and koze⸗telleth the tranſgreſſton of them. 
Where:oze the Knight habing remained eleven dapes in the 
-Palace, grieboullp tranſgreſſing the will of God, letting looſe 
.the bꝛidle of his own affections; without refraining any of tbem: 
if you note well the pꝛemites, and ſee uto the tequel, pon ſhall 
lind, that ſuch as live after che oꝛder of the Palace or wozldlp 
: Filicitp, being given to follow; the pomp and Pride of the 
WMoꝛld, wiih the Pleaſiires and Uvluptuouſneſs of the ſame, 
and ſeem willing to lead that „life, without purpoſe of change, 
- nap rather, triumphing and Fejoyritig therein; I tap truly, - 
that ſuch, are Tranſgre "of Gods'Lawes. Contrariwilr, 
"ob as. account thernſelv here to be but Pilgrims; het

Foz although 2 
delight to eat, dꝛink, dance, leap, ſing, ride, run, and fuch 15 * 
pet notwithftanding. they cannot continue in this trade of Life,  . 
without inter mingling it with ſome other recreation z where⸗ 
fore they vften leave (by conffraint ) their paſtimes, though 
ther 
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they intend to return thereto agsin. They do not utterly aban⸗ 
don them, but bꝛeak off foz-a ſeaſon to pzocure them better ap⸗ 
petite. I then being weary, was willing to ſee the Marrens, 
and other pleaſures, which when my goberneſs Folly under⸗ 
food, ſhe told the ſame to Lady Voluptuouſneſs, and the. con- 
ſented to hunt or -Pawk with me, whereof I was right glad. 
Zhen I apparelled my ſel in Punters guiſe 3 inſtead of my 
Helmet, a Pat full ok Feathers» foz mine Armour, an Yozn, 
and I leapt upon Tenierity my Pozſe; V oluptuouſneſs "bad a 
Dobby, Folly a Jennef, and the other Ladies 'ebery one of 
them a Paltrep. There came the Yuntſmen with Gzey-hounds 
and: WPaſtives, hooping, hollowing, and galloping together, 
ſome one wap, ſome another. The dogs were at a beck, up 
ſtarts the Mare, the ery was pleaſant to hear. But in the midſt 
of all our paſtime, I chanced to bꝛeathe my Poꝛte, and turning 
towards the Palace of Wozldly Felicity, ſuddenly J ſaw it 
fink into the Earth, and every Body therein. But what la- 
mentable Dut-cries they made, you that have reaſon are to 
judge: then did there ariſe amongſt us a Whirl-wind, with an 
Earth⸗quake, which ſet us all aſunder, in fo much that F and 
my Pozſe ſimk in mire up. to the Baddle : all this while mp 
miſtreſs Folly only remained with me.

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Ladies ſolobely, thy hatoks, thy Pounds, thy Yoeſes, thy Dr- 
en, thy Servants, thy ſoft beds, thy good chear, thy- Wibes» 
thy Mulch, thy Pleaſure, and all the things which thou halt a⸗ 
buſed? Alas wicked Wzetch, how halt theu been deceived» 
thou thougbteſt thou hadſt been in the Palace of true Felicity» 
and foz Felicity thou findeſt Vanity: Thoi haſt been wickedly 
enchanted thus to find evill in ſtead of good. Yerewithall I 
turned my ſelf toward Folly, and railed at her, ſaping : O cur- 
ſed, cruel} , and deceitfull beaft, O monſtrous mocker of man⸗ 
kind, O filthy Wawd, O Menemous Uiper : Js this the good 
bap I (þould habe? Js this the palace of Felicity, whither thou 
wouldeſt being me: 

Curſed be the day that ever J ſaw thee, curſed be the day that 
eber I beard thee, curſed be the day that ever J believed thee, 
curſed be the day that ever I followed thee. It is even ſo ? that 
thus thou goberneſt, even bealtly and damnably ? Is it eben 
ſo ? that thou leadeſt people eben to Perdition ? Where is the 
Felicity thou pꝛomiſedſt me? Where is tbe good hap I ſpould 
habe by thee ? It is chanced to me even as J doubted by the 
wap, when thou diſcoveredſt thy filthy Feats, beginnings, and 
pꝛoceedings, hobobeit thine enchantments and thy flatterp cau- 
ſed me to keep thee company, when full fain, God wot, JJ 
would habe been rid of thee. But ſuch was my arrogant igno⸗ 


'rance,. and ignozant arrogancy, that J followed thy dangerous 


Counſel. When IJ had thus ſcolded and took on, the lewd loſ- 
Tel loudly laught me to fcozn. Whereat being in a rage, X 
offered to dzatd my ſwozd, but it would not be: then J ſpurred - 
my hozſe, but he could not lift up his legs.

Mhp do you follows a 
deceiver 2 Why become pou acquainted with ſuch a urtherer: 
Why do you not purge pour underſtanding of Erronious W- 
pinions ?-Why conſider pe not what the Wozld is with a 
perfect Judgment? Ik you did all this, pou ſþavild find pour 
ſelbes out of the way. Foz Wozldly goods, Woluptuouſnefs, 
and Pleaſure , are mingled rather with Bowze things than 
with ſweet. 2 Fs i | . 
In following Voluptuouſnefs, pau are not happy, but un⸗ 
bappy, not Wiſe, but flat Fools, Saint John faith: All that 
is in the world is Concupiſcence of the fleſh, Concupiſcence 
of the eyes, and Concupiſcence of Pride, The world and all 
her Concupiſcence ſhall paſs ; but he that doth the will of the 
Lord ſhall continue eternally, Pearken ye fooliſh Wozldlings, 
bearken pou Uefſels of Voluptuonfneſs, This teacheth pou 
aſſuredly,, wherein conſiſterh all your Felicity, and hotn it is 
damnable. Conſider Saint Johns wo2ds, That the world ſhall - 
paſs, and the Concupiſcence of the ſame : What meant be by 
the Wozld ? nothing elſe but, as Saint Auſten ſaith , All wozlde

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| becoze Jelus Chꝛiſt: eben as conimonly we call a houſe geod 
'u2 bad acco2ding*to the uſage of them that dwell in it, The 
eve, the fleſh, and the pomp of life is the Wozldlings Felicitp, 
that is, their Heaben. Ir all goodnefs come of God, (as ſure 
the concuptſcence cf the epe, the fleth, and the pꝛide and pomp 
F Life cometh of the Devil) are not they deceived that think 
t goad, 02 fir their affection to follew it? J could ſey, there is 
a gnawing Conſcience to teement the Wiczldings, J could ſay, 
that the Cioluotucus man hath the weath of God hanging c- 
ver his head: I could ſap, ctzrnal death is reſerbed foz fis re- 
ward, Aitcr excefſive eating and drinking, comes furtets, 
head - ach, loſs of wit, dzopſtes, lets of appetite,griping of the 
guts, palſtes, weakning of the body, intamp, and ſhame. Now 
to Uenerp, wherein the Moluptuous Wan taketh ſuch plea- 
lure, as in nothing moze : Firſt, what vains, what ſozrows, 
what tozments. and anguiſp -bath the Lewd Lover, befoze he 
can compaſs bis defire ? his deſtre cannot be atchiebed without 
loſs ; Foz we ſee that Leachery and Gluttony bꝛeedeth pover⸗ 
ty, which is a. very heabp burthen. But imagine it ccfteth 
nothing, as oftentimes: it chanceth among buch as be rich, 
pet notwitiſtanding they feel eben whet fü lowes, namely lots 
of Body and Soul. Touching the fin of Leachery a man there⸗ 
in is like unto- a beaſt 5 foz in his blind delight he is depꝛibed of 
reaſsn, and therefoze the deed declareth it ſelf to be damnable. 
This Bin bzingeth her reward in this Wozld, as D2opſies, 
Palſtes, Lep2ofies, Gowts, Burninge, Botches, and French 
Por, which is the bery wozſt, the commoneſt, the loathfom- 
eſt ,: and the meſt infectious diſeaſe- of all: beſides that, ba- 
niſpment from all honeſt company, decay cf Strength, and 
Toſs of good Name and Fame. Do pou eccount him a happy 
m which ſpends his dapes in Dzunkennefs and Leachery;he- 
bing here fo many Mels? abſtinence oz fozbearance doth not 
warn them to take heed thereof, though it be the only medi- 
cine. Now touching Concupiſcence of the eyes, whereby cox 
betouſneſs and defire of Riches is underſtood's Firſt, though | 
Gold and filper be but.E>rth, what vexstion hath the covetous 
Wan ts atchieve it? Be ſaileth ober tempeſtuous Sens, he 
climeth ober Wonſtrons Mountains, þe diggeth deep into the

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bowels of the Earth, he ſuffereth hunger, thirff, cold, heat, 
and a thouſand miſchiefs. One is d2owned, another kllled, the | 
third robbed, and he that hath obtained his purpoſe, liveth in | 

. fear to loſe it: the covetous Man ſuſpects every body. It is not 
Coffers full of Coin, that can make men happy : Dur Saviour 
terms tt Traſþand Thoznes, becauſe it pꝛicks the heart, and 
cozrupteth both Body and Soul. Saint Paul faith, He that 
wiſheth Wealth in this World, falleth into temptation :.Jz 
not Judas an Example, who in cafe of covetouſnes hanged him- 
felf. Now to Coucupiſcence of Pride. Pe that hath- Ponour, 
Authozity, Might, Eſtimation, and Dignity in this Wozfd, 
thinketh he is happy , but ſuch are loden with unhappineſs ; 
fo2 what pains, labour, and bexation endureth the ambitious 
Man, befoze he can come to dignity , Monour and Authozity? 

And when he hath it with all theſe bexations, he is not ſire 
bow long he ſþall enjop it. We ſee oftentimes Foztune turns 
ber Wheel, and that the Ambitious end their Lives with in⸗ 
famp. Take an Example of Priamus King of Troy, who flou-

Creœſus Ring of the Lydians, as rich and mighty as he was, 
after he had raigned fifteen years, he was Wanquilþed by King 
Cyrus, loft his Realm, was carryed away Captive, and led all 
the reft of his life like a Slabe. . 

Dionyfius the cowardly King of Sicill,was hunted out of bis 
Realm, and became ſo pooz, that he kept a @choole in Corinth, 
and by teaching little Childꝛen he got his living bery poozly, 
God wot, and beggerlp. 8 | 

Mithridate, King of Pontus, à rich and mighty Pzinee , be 
fubdued twelve Nations, wherein ſome tap all Languages 
were ſpoken, pet he fo all that; after he had wearied the Wozld 
with Wars , was forſaken of his omn People, pur fued by his 
own Bon, and overcome by ſubtilty: inſomuch that he was 
glad to deſire a Frenchman to bill him, who did fo, and that

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fecuted the Chꝛiſtians, and did much miſchief , was taken by 
| bis Enemy the King of Perſia , who againſt the Law of

Bajazet the fourth King of the Turks, was Manquiſhed by 
Tamberlane a Tartarian, and King of Scytina , who kept him 
in a Cage like a beaft, and with a Golden Chain led him, like a 

Spaniel, thzoughout all the Army : yea, he was glad to feed 
under Tamberlanes Table, like a dog. And therefoze let this 
be a conclutton, that Ponour, Authozity, and Dignity is no In- 
heritage. Mozeober, what Labours, Travels, Uerations and 
| Perils do Pzinces paſs thzough eben at the pꝛeſent, to main⸗ 
| tain themſelves in their Eſtates ? What Mars and laughters 
hade been committed partly to get, and partly to keep rule 
and Regiment? Ambitious Wozldlings cannot play with their 
pleaſures, if thep have not firft paſſed fome of theſe UMexations. 
In youth men run their race without regard of Confcience, 
but when age comes on, and nothing left foz Luft : when 
White Hairs , a Walking ftatfe oz crutch, a pair of ſpectacles, 
Cotton put in their ears, when none of theſe things can help 
them, then miſt they endure the gnawing of Confcience, which 
Voluptuouſneſs kept hidden a long time.

ded together with a great leather Girdle, a Kercher of courſe 
Canbiſe upon ber Bead. Mitb ber alto came two waiting⸗maids, 
named Sorrow for fin, and Confeſſion of Sins, both Apparelled 
litze their Lady: the firſt ſeemed bery ſozrowfull and ſad, and 
the Second was Bachfull and Shamefaft , and hung down 
ber Mead. Then Gods grace ſpake to Repentance, and 
pꝛetenting me unto her, ſaid: Pere is a Anigbt which J 
babe brought to thy Schcole , that he might fozget the + 
bil which-be bath learned abzoad , and to be inffructed in the 
good which he-neber pet knew :; And being. received into:

But oz- 
dinarilp God begins Repentance in us by fear, as in the third 
Booh of the Kings, when be commanded Elias to come out of 
bis Cave to remain in the Mount befoze the Lozd , and a mightp 
ſtrong Wind paſſed by, and rent the bigh Bills and ragged 
Rocks befoze the Loꝛd, but the Loꝛd was not in the Mind: Af. 
ter that came an Earth-quake, but the Lozd- was not in the 
Earth-quake 2 After that came a Fire, but the Lozd was not in 
the Fire: After that came a ſoft Wind, wherein the Lozd was. 
An fuch ſozt, Gods ſends to Sinners, a Wind of Terrour, to 
bzeak the mighty Mountain of Pꝛide, and the heart moze hard 
than the Nock: after that: comes the troubling of the Soul, 
after that comes the Conſcience;grudging the heart of the fin- 
ner and accuſing him of bis ebill Life: but pet the Lozd is 
not there with his quickning grace: Peverthelete, thete be foꝛe⸗ 
runners to pꝛepare the way of the Lozd. Foz when the perverſe 
Will of Man is moztified by ſervile fear, and led almoſt to Pell; 
after comes the ſweet ſound of Gods grace, which rebibeth the 
Soul, ſaying : Lazarus come forth, This is tht voice that gi- 
beth Conſolation, at the hearing whereof we maß be bold to de- 
part in peace, with aſſurance cf remifftorf of our (ins. But it; 
feems that Repentance began firſt in the Knight at Love, and 
that miraculouſly : foz he being in the Filth of Sin, ſuddenly 
. by Gods P2ovidence confefſed his folly, and loathing bis lewd 
life, be required belp and ſuccour at Gods grace, who pzeſent- 
ly aſſiſted him, and bꝛougbt him out of the fink of un. But this 
manner of converfion is not _ozdinartly uſed. 7 
There are indeed certain foze-runners to the juſtifying of fn- 
ners, which pꝛepare the way to Gods reviving oz quickning 
grace, and offereth unto God a renewed Spirit, and a pure and 
upꝛigbt beart 5 which manner of converſion Godly People only 
do uſe. And hereof meaneth the Kniatt to ſpeak, purpofing alto 
to ſhew how it digreſſeth from Gods grace. When Repen-: 
tance had thus appareſled me wifb Yair and Back⸗cloath, 
was ſet upon a Stoole, and then Gods grace appeared unto me 
with two Women and one Man, which was a Pzeacher. Now

one of the Momen held in her right hand a ſharp pꝛicking J.

Gods grace pleced Conſcience on my left hand, 
and Remembrance on mp right band, the Pzeacher,, repen- 
tance, and the Da:nſels abeut me, and then commanded Con- 
ſcience to open the red Bock, which when I perceived, and ſaw 
the Wozds Mitten with blood, . declaring all mp offences, 
with Tozments unto them belonging, foꝛ my following of Folly, 
I was amazed and became ſpeechleſs. Then Conſcience with 
her Jron rod tcucht me, pꝛickt me, pea, pierced my heart, and 
cryed aloud unto me, ſaying : Behold thou! WMzetch, view this 
Book, and thou ſhalt ſee how thou haſt lived, even againſt God, 
and contrary to right and reaſon. . < 

Thou haſt been Proud, Arrogant, ambitious, ſpirefull at o⸗ 
thers p2oſperity, a pꝛolonger cf time, Mzatbfull, a Backbiter, 
mjurious, Trapterous, hatefull,Covetous-of Gold moze than of 
Gad, Gluttonous, Wlanton, Shamelets, a ſtewes⸗hunter, giben 
to all vices, and haſt tranſgreſſed all the commandements of God, 
leading a loathſome life, denying God, ſwearing; and blaſphe- 
ming his name, an hapnous effender, a falfe Witnefs bearer» 
Ipar, a deſtrer of other Mens goods, diſobedient to Parents, cur- 
ſing them, and wiſhing their death. Furthermoze, thou hadſt nei⸗ 
ther Faith noz hope in God, but rather in the fozce, riches, hon⸗ 
our, and friendiþip, of thy kindzed, with their Authozitp. J can- 
not reckon up the reſt of thy Sins, foꝛ they are uncountable.Me⸗ 
ry little care haſt thou had of Chꝛiſts merits, oꝛ of thy own ſouls 
health, but alwapes pielding to Voluptuouſneſs, filthineſs,and 
iniquity. When Conſcience had thus accuſed: me, Sorow for 
Sin fell bitterly aweeping, and oftentimes ſtruck her bꝛeaſt. 
Then Confcience ſpꝛwed me what Tozments J had deſer- 
bed koz following Moluptusus afecttons, and foz loving 
tbem better then Gad. Thou oughteſt, laid che, to burn in 
Mell fire that never quencheth, and to be nipped with Toz- 
ments both of Sy and _ fo2 ebermoze. Thy 1 
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Ihe ſeeond part of the Voyage 
ſball be turned to Meeping, thy Jop to Sozrow, thy Songs to 
Cries : yea, what pains can be named, but thou art like perpe⸗ 
tually to ſuffer them, without hope of Redemption ? Foz this 
is the due reward of Wozldly Felicity, and following Folly, 
Be⸗ think thee now, and tell me ik it be in thy power to rid thee 
from theſe grievances : Pearing my Conſcience thus ſpeak, me 
thought I ſaw Yell open to ſwallow me up, and with ſozrowfull 
ſadneſs J fell to the ground, befoze Gods grace ſpeechleſs : but 
{þe bad Compaſſion on me, and bade me ariſe ; the which J did, 
though half in deſpair; and to re⸗cemfoꝛt me, ſpe 1 555 the bock 
which Remembrance held in her hand. 


CAP, V. 


By the Commiandements of Gods grace, remembrance read 
to me the goodneſs of God, with his promiſes made to re- 
pen tant ſinners. 2 


2 Remembrance had opened her Book , J perceibed the 
Letters were Gold and Azure, containing the great good⸗ 
neſs and infinite mercy of God 'o repentant Sinners, with 
fair pꝛomiſes annexed thereunto. Then at the commandment 
of Gods grace, remembrance read out of that book unto me in 
this manner; Saint Paul Wiiting to the Romans, faith ; 
» Where Sin hath abounded, grace hath more abounded, We 
that miſtruſteth the mercy. of God, miſtruſteth God to be mer- 
cifull, and in fo doing he doth God great diſbonour. Foz he de- 
nyeth God to be Love, and power, wherein conſiſteth all the 
hope of poo? Sinners, Foz of his great lobe, he ſent his only 
Son to take Mans Nature upon him in this Wozld, that in 
the ſame he might ſuffer death upon the Croſs, foꝛ the remilli⸗ 
vn of Sins. Conſequently be pzomilſed fo2 the love of bis Son, 
Kemiſſton and Pardon to all Pooz Sinners, ſo often as they de- 

fired it in Faith, with an heaby and ſozrowfull Peart. Noto 
God ts as true of his tiles, as he is of Power able —_ per⸗ 
fozm them. And as be is of Power; fo will he do whatſoever 
pleaſeth bim God wi pardon Sinners their Sins ; who then 
can let him from 8 To * God pleaſeth oz bath pꝛe⸗ 
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miſed to pardon their Sins, be fozgibeth. The truth hereof is 
Mitten in plain Moꝛds, and ſbewed by examples in many ple- 
ces of the holy Scripture, as well in the Old Teſtament as the 
New. Firſt, Eſay ſaith : It is I my (elf, It is] my ſelf, that 
doth blot out thine iniquities, for mine own love ſake, and I 
will not have thy {ins in remembrance. Foz the lobe of me 
C ſaith he) and not to the love ef thee, meaning his gotdneſs 
and mercy, and not foe the love of thy merits. As if he had laid 
to all ünners in this ſozt 5 It thou thinkeſt that J pardon tho 
Sins fo? thy merits ſoke, thou art deceived, and Malloweſt in 
deſpatr 5 no, no, but foz my mercy and infinite goodneſs, I re* 
mit and ſoꝛgive. Thou haſt no cauſe to deſpair, fo2 the leatt part 
of my mercy exceedeth all thy Sins. In anotbzr place be ſaith 
by the ſame Pꝛophet: Turn your ſelves unto me all the Earch, 
and you ſhall be ſaved, for I am God, and there is none other 
beſides ine. What is the meaning of theſe Wozds, I am God, 
any thing eite, but that Gad is good and mercitull? It it be un⸗ 
poſſible but he ſhould be God, it is unpoſſible but he ſpould be 
good and mercifull. | | 3 
The lame Prophet ſpeaketh unto every one of us, taping? 
Let the Infidell leave his wayes, and the unjuſt Man his 
thoughts, let them turn to the Lord, and he will have pitty 
upon him, for he is ready to forgive. And by the Pꝛophet Je- 
remy, he ſaith to the People of Iſrael, that he was wꝛoth foz 
their Jdolatry, and many other Sins,nevertheleſs he ſaid, Turn 
Iſrael, thou Rebell, unto me thy Lord, and I will not turn my 
face from thee; o2 as the Hebzew Text ſaith, I will not lay 
nine ire upon thee; for I am ( ſaith the Lozd) holy and gen- 
tle, and keep not mine anger for ever, And by the Pzopbes 
Exechiel he faith, If the evill Man repent him of his Sins, and 
keep my Commandements, doing righteouſly, he ſhall live 
and not dye: neither will I have his former offences any more 
in remembrance.

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There is mercy in the Lozd, and great Redemption atten 
deth upon him. In Joel it is Wzitten : Turn your felves unto 
the Lord, with all your heart, in Faſting, Praying, Weeping, 
Sorrow , tearing your hearts and not your Garments, ſo 
fhall you be turned unto the Lord your God, for he is full of 
Clemency, Mercy and Grace, flow to ire, and ready to for- 
give; oz (as the Yebzew Text ſaith) ſuch a one as repents him 
of evill, that is to ſap, is Icath to execute the puniiþmient upon 
Sinners, which he hath denounced and thzeatned. Micheas the 
Prophet ſaith: What God is there like unto thee, which ta- 
keſt away iniquities and forgiveſt Sins, for the reſt of thine 
Heritage ſake ? Pe keepeth nat his ire fo2 ever, but of his com- 
pation and mercy will have pitty upon us. Me will put out our 
iniquities, and thzow all our Sins into the bottom of the Bes. 
What Sinner is there that hearing theſe wozds,hath lo heavy a 

heart as to deſvair, ſeeing that God is more readp to koꝛgibe, 
than the Sinner is to ask foꝛgibenefs?s 

Now let us come to the New Teſtament, to try if there be 
nor Teſtimenies to the ſame effect: Lhe Son of God, which is 
the infallible Truth, ſpake thus to Nicodemus: God ſo loved 
the World, that he gave his only begotten Son, to the end 
that whoſoever believeth in him ſhould be ſaved and not pe- 
riſh, but have everlaſting life. God ſent not his Son into the 
WW9z1d to condemn the Wozld, but to the end the M old ſþguld 
be fabed by him. To the Scribes and Phariſtes which murmu⸗ 
rgd becauſe he did eat and dꝛink among Publicaus and Sinners, 
Chzilt ſaid: Thoſe that be whole need not the Phyſitian, 
bur ſuch as be ſick. Again, I came not (faith the Lo) to 
call the juſt, but Sinners to repentance. Not as a. Judge, 
but as a Phyſitian: ſoꝛ ſuch as languitþ in their Sins came J 
into theWozld, not that they ſhould remain Sinners, but to 
turnthem krom their Sins, that being Penitent they might 
be made righteous : Likewiſe he told the Phariſees, that the 
Angels in Yeaben do moze_rejoyce- in one ponitent Dinner 
than in 99 juſt perſons, which need no repentance . God ( faith 
Saint Paul) ſpared not his only Son; but gave him that he 
fhould rather dye for us, than we be.-nopardoned) ::/ 011 oP 

If God ſpared not _ only Son to = {02 Sinners what 
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thing is moꝛe pꝛecious unto him, that be ſhould retute to gibe 
them ? And therefoze the ſame Apoſtle ſpeaking of Frfug CTheitk, 
faith thus: We have not an high Prieſt which cannot have 
Compaſſion of our Infir mities, but ſuch a one as in all points 
was tempted as well as we, Sin excepted. Let us go then 
boldly to the Seat of Gꝛace, that we map cbtain mercy and 
find grace in time convenient. If Jſpauld rehearſe all the pla⸗ 
ces ot the Scripture to this effect, the time would fail me. Thus 
we ſee then, none hath cauſe to diſtruſt the goodneis of God, 
o2 to deſpair becauſe of the greatneſs.of his Sins, ſeeing that 
God hath made ſo many fair pzomiſes to pardon the Penitent 
Sinner: there be many Examples in the Old and New Tefte- 
ment ok the perſozmance ot Gods pꝛomites, as namely to Da- 
vid, who committed bath Adulterp and Wurther, he, eben he, 
bp koztowing for his offences, and erping rn obtained 
mercy and pardon of all his Mickedneſs. 

Manalles the Son of Hezekiah ſet up the falſe wozbip of God, 
which his Father had defaced, and or an evill zeal/to infidelit 
he himtelk offered up his own Childꝛen in fire dee Strifive-Þ; 
perſecuted the Prophets, and ſlue eee Innocents:: 5 5 |

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The People of Ninive, whom'God.thzeatned by the Wopher 
Jonas, uttexlp:to deſtr oy, foꝛ the mitltitude of their Sins, they 
repented and pꝛayrd, and ſs God ſoꝛgabe them The Samaritane 
ala. and the Canaaniee;mptwithfianding: their beꝛtible fins, 
when they asked Gndelnderey; he füzgade chem Matthew, 
Zacheus, and: divers:;;pther Publican z, upon their repentance 
were received into kaddur . Peter“ that denped his Walter 
(our Lozd Jetus Chzift ) thzee times ſwearing that he 
knew him not, when he wept bitterly foz his Sins, he was 
received into mercy. The Thief allo upon the Croſs, being at 
the paint of Death, even this Fellow who lived upon nothing

Saint Paul was a Blaſphemet, and a Perfecuter of 


Gods Church, and pet he receibed mercy. God hach ſet down 


ſuch Perſons as Examples fo2 Sinners, to the eud they ſpauld 


not doubt of his Mercy: and to teach them that be doth not 
Pardon oftences, faz the merits of the Sinners, which are ſtark 


Faught,even when they areibeft,but fo? bis mercies ſake, which 


is avobe all his Wozks, Foz fo to imagine of Bens merits is 


Deſtruction if any thing beaſcribed unto merits, then to the 
merits of his Son Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and ſoz his bitrer Paſſion 


Cake. Let this be the concluſion, that albeit the Sinner hath com- 


mitted as many Sins as there be dzops cf Mater in the Sea, 


oz Sands on the Sea-tþore, pet he bath no cauſe to deſpair , f62 


though they be never ſo monſtrous and manifold, yet the mercy 
of God doth infinitely exceed them. Foz his mercy conſumes 
them fooner, than the fire. doth burn up the dzy Tou. When J 
beard Lady Remembrance. read theſe wozds, J took heart a 
grace, and recited a place Wezitten in the Pſalmes of David - 
According tothe multitude of the grief and ſorrowes of my 
heart, thy conſolations have refreſhed my Soul. And then 

falling on me knees, holding up my hands, with cozrowfult 
Countenance and Compunction of Yeart, reſting whollpy upon 


the mercies and pꝛomites of God, and the merits of our Loꝛd 


and Saviour Jeſus Chꝛiſt, I moſt humbip defired pardon foz mp 
Sins, at the hands of Gods grace. Upon which unfained con⸗ 
feſſion of mine ofences, and heart⸗grief, hand⸗maids of perfect 
Repentanceg and foze-riunners:; to the pur poſe, I received by the 
means of: Gods grace, the benefit !6f'the death and Paſſron of 
our Loꝛd and Sabiour Jeſus Chiſt; to whom with the Father 
— the holp Ghoſt; de all Monour and Gloꝛe fox everand ever. 
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A Sermon which Underſtanding the good Hermit made unto: 
the Ruhr, upon the Hiftory of Mery Magdalen. 


Nbe name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the holp 
Ghoſt, Amen. The great: goodneſs and unſpeakable mercy: 
which heth been uſed in all Ages and times, of our: Loꝛd and 
Saviour Jeſus Ehꝛiſt towards all poo? Dinners, are in man 
places of the Goſpel! made manitfcft, and clearly notified: but 
chielly in the ſebenth of Luke, Wherein mention is made of a 
{infull Moman, lewd of Life, and of ill name, contemned, def-- 
piſed, and abhozred of Men, whom ſweet Jeſus did not onlp re⸗ 
ceive to Favour, but alſo by inward and ſecret inſpiration dew: 
her to repentance ; how, and in what ſoꝛt, hear and underſtand. 
The Goſpel ſaith, that there was a Phariſie, furniſhþ:d with 
falſe Faith, and nuzled with a vain Opinion of holinefs : he 
was a great Dato? of the Law, and a renowned Juſticiaryz hows 
beit weak in Faith, and pet very high minded. When gur Sas: 
viour had one dap preached and infiructed the People, by his 
Diviae and holy Dodrifie, exhozting poo? Dinners to turn to 
God bp repentance, and uttering many Parables and Simili- 
tudes,as the Pꝛodigal Child, the loſt Sheep, and ſuch libe, where · 
by he doth declare and ſigniſte, that he is inclined to compaſſion, 
ready to have mercy, and to receive into favour all repentant 
S inners:the pꝛoud Pharifie pꝛaped him to come into his Boufe, 
and to dine wich him. The good Lozd which had taken upon 
Pim Mans Nature, and was bozn fez the Salbation of all, de= 
nyed not his pꝛoud fellowes requeſt, neither refuſed to enter into 
his Pouſe, althaugh he was ambitious, but down at the Table 
ſate the Son of God, made Man foz the Salvation of Men. Me 
was converſant ameng Men, he did eat and dꝛink with Men, he 
vffered himſelf a helper to every one, ſhewing unto alf his 3 
nefle, without exception of any. Naw he being let at the Table, 
there came one unto him in ſhape like a Woman, but in courage 
a Man, who by the bznte of the whole City was counted a 
Woe inner, and ber p e of the Mold, and ſuch no end 
Led! 
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indeed as ebery Body mocked and pointed at with their fingers. 
But pet in the light of God ſhe was in great honour, not be⸗ 
cauſe ſhe was an haincus Sinner, but becauſe ſpe was P2e- 
deſtinated and elected of God, frem the beginning, to raigu 
with him in his Meavenlp Kingdom, 

This Woman hearing by repoꝛt the renoton of our Redeem⸗ 
er, and that he þzwedhimſelf ſweet and bountikull to all ſin⸗ 
ners, deſending them againſt the malicious llanders and mecks 
bol the pꝛoud and arregant Pharifes, and pzcmiſing to every one 


that believed in him, the Kingdom of Peaventhis Woman was 


inſpired both outwardly and inwardly by our Lozd and Savi- 
our Jeſus: Chꝛiſt, to ſee and hear bim-pzeach. Then did ſhe by 
outward ſpeech expzeſs , how ſþ2 was inwardly attected and mo⸗ 
bed in mind, and feeing her Soul ſcze ſick and diſeaſed, her heart 


full of iniquity and (in, her Conſcience defiled with all kind ce 


bice, her ſelf fruſtrate and void of all hope of health; and de- 
biting hob to recover this malady addzeſſed her ſelf to ſeek him 
whos is the only Phyſitian of all ick Souls, ſhe ſeught fo 
grace at the Mell of Percy, and though Se was a ſþamefutl 
Sinner, pet was the received of him, which came into the 
Moꝛld to ſave Sinners. She came not pomyoully ar raped, noꝛ 
pet came with a train, ſþ2 came alone and not empty handed: 
foꝛ ſhe bꝛought with her a Bor (ull of meſt pꝛecious Dintment, 


of aTweet ſmell, repzeſenting the Faith, Hope, and Charity, 


lodged in her heart. 

Mhat could this be but the ſweet ſmell of Wertue ? Foz 
what repzeſents the ox of Alablaſter⸗ſtone, but Help Faith, 
founded upon the true Coꝛner⸗ſtone, Jefus Chzit, wherein is 
conſerved all Uertues, and without which it is unpollible to 
pleaſe God? Came ſþ2 alone, being accompanied with Faith, 
Hope, and Charity, Humility, and Repentance ? She entred 
the Pouſe uncalled, where was her Phyſitian, and putting a⸗ 
part all ſpame, which might hinder her, together with the 
mocks of the pꝛoud Phariſtes, which ſate at the Table, ſhe cra- 
bed Comfozt and Health foz her ſick Soul, acknowledging her 
griefe, and that being certain he to whom ſþe came, had power to 
help her. Unto this Phylitian ſpe could not habe come without 


Faith 5 ſpꝛ was not ſo bold and hardy as to look. Jeſus 'F the

Face, but fell at his feet upon Mer knees lementably Weeping, 
and wich the flood of Der ears waihing bis ſeet, and wiping 
and dzping them with Yer hairy locks z then ſþ2 kiſſed them, 
and with her Pꝛeridus Oyntment ſþ2 ancinted chem. 

All this while her voice was not heard, but her Peort fpake 
unto the true Son 6: God, ſaying, J have no neen to declere 
with my tongue my inward griets, oꝛ to expꝛeſs the cauſe of mp 
coming hitber, ſeeing thauknaweſt rhe ſecrets of the Heart. Un⸗ 
rt; thee Jcome, O Cbeitt, leg remiſlien of mp Sing, of-ring to

* thee my lozrowotull Heart (02 Socrifice, Surelp this Woman 


wozking well werghed gibeth evidence that ſyr was right beortis 
ly ſoꝛry toꝛ her offences, Foꝛ her Chꝛyſtoll epes, and her fair face 
which was wont to be painted with coſtly Colours, fo2 the a⸗ 
dozning of Mer beauty, to allure licenticus Lovers, and to er- 
tice Uoluptuous Woz'dlings, is now turned into Tears. Mer 
body which afoze-time was given to delights is now afflided 
with Faſting: Per lauging is turned into weeping : and as 
Mer firlt life was wholly bent to pleaſe the Meꝛld, fo now it is 
moze vehemently and earneſtly diſpoſed to pleaſ> God. 
With Per fair flaxen sir, which (2 was wont to keep dain- 
tilp, ſbe hath dzyed our Saviours Feet: her ſweet lips, where⸗ 
with ſhe uſed to kiſſe her Lovers, hath kiſſed his feet: Mer 
Ddoziferous Dyntment, wherewith ſþ2 beautified Her face in 
wantonneſs, hach anointed our Saviours feet: Now all this 
was a ſure fign of Faith, Hope, and Charity, And thus you ſee 
bow we ought to repent. Surelp we ſþ3uld do accozding to 
Saint Pauls Doctrine, which is, that bur Pembers which 
have conſented ts commit iniquity ſhould be offered unto the 
Lozd, as Inſtruments of righteouſneſs, to receive ſanctificgtion. 


As fo2 example, to make ch: matter moze manifeſt: Mat thou 


been a Dzunkard? Become now Sober. Paſt thou been a Glut⸗ 
ton? "Now faſt. Yaſt thou been pꝛond? Be now humble. Þatt  - 
thou been -Covetous ? Now gives Alms. Paſt thou been w2ath- 
full? Be now gentle. Paſt thou been envious ? Be now chari- 
table. Vaſt thou been Trafterous ? Be now Faithfull. aſt 
thou been Leacherous ? Be now Chaſt. Paſt thou been blaſ- 
phemous ? We now fearfull to ſpeak any thing but Truth. 
And ſo conſequently. to ebery * Mice lap a meet W 2

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which may ler be fo2 thy ſickneſs, and expel the poyſon of ſin. 

But now let us ſee what may be thought and judged of this 
Phariſie, who ſo ſaucilp beſought our Lozd and Sabtour to come 
into bis Pouſe. Surely he ſeemed, as he was, a Uain-glozt- 
ous PYppocrite. Foz when he ſaw the Wofull Woman faln 
at the feet of our Saviour, with her Tears waſhing them, 
with her hair Miping them, with her mouth kiſſing them, and 
with her Precious Dintment anopnting them, he blamed not 
only her in his heart, but alſo our Lo2d foz ſuffering her. Then 
the Loꝛd took the fick Moman, healed her of her fcknefs in the 
pꝛeſence of this proud Phariſte, and with⸗held Phyſick from 
bim, whoſe Peart was wounded to the death with the dart of 
Uain-glozy : then he ſhewed himſelf frantick, and as one that 
had loft his underſtanding, not knowing his griefe, noz what 
Medicine would do him good: But what ſaid bg in bis fooliſh 
Meart: If this Man ( quoth he) were a P2ophet, be would 


quickly know what Woman this is that toucheth him ? fo: ſpe 


is a great Sinner. 
This Phariſie is of the race of the Main⸗gloꝛious of whom 
the Pꝛophet Eſay ſpeaketh in their perſon ſaying > Come not 
near me, foz Jam clear: oz as another Tranflation ſaith 5 Get 
thee hence and meddle not with me, foz I am bolter then thou. 
Even ſo ſurelp it is not unlike if the Woman had come near 
the Pharifte, he would habe uſed theſe woꝛds, and habe ſaid, 
Stand back, and touch me not, fo: J am holy, but thou art 
known foz a hainous Sinner. Certainly , true righteouſneſs 
and holineſſe hath compaſſion upon poo? - Sinners, whereas on 
the contrary, falſe righteouſneſs and Pypocriffe hach chem 
tn Hatred and Diſdain. But let us liſten wich what ſentence 
this fond Phariſte was convicted, and repꝛoved by our Sabtour, 
to be wozſe then this finfull Woman. The Loꝛd then to ſh?w 
that he was not only a P2ophet, but alfo the Lozd and God of 
P2ophets, anſwered the thought of che Pꝛoud Pharifle, faping , 
— J habe ſomewhat to tell thee. Then ſaid he, Speak on 
aſter. | - 82 71 
—A Creditor ( quoth the Loꝛd Thad two Debtors; whereofithe: 


one ow d him 500 pence, the other but 50; now they both

Now tell me which of thoſe Debtors loveth the Creditor 
moſt ?

Dur Loed in p2opounding this Queſtion, defired alla to heal 
this Phariie. Foz if he had denyed it, Jeſus would habe eaten 
none of his meat. Theſe two Debtozs were Simon and the (infi:l] 
Woman, The lintull Woman net only by the Judgment of the 
ſtanders by, but alſo by her own confeſſton acknowledged her ſelf 
moze indebted then Simon, and Simon lefs indebted then ſhe, be- 
cauſe he thought himſelf righteous in refpect of her. The Cze⸗ 
dita2 is our Lozd God, who lends and gives us his giits, both 
tempozal and ſpiritual, to intereſt, disburiing to one five Ta- 
lents, to another two, and to another one. Now then is ligni⸗ 
fied by the judgment of Simon,-that the Woman. was moſt in 
debt to God, unto whom he loꝛgabe moſt. And becauſe ſþe lobed 
God better then Simon did, ſh? deſerved again of him to be bet- 
ter beloved, iu that ſhe did moze good ſergice to God, then Si- 
mon did, notwithſtanding his meat. a 

Therefoze the Lo2d valued the love and good Mill of this wo⸗ 
man, and pzeferred it befoze Simons, repzehending him of his 
arrogancy, and ſaying : Doſt thou ſeeſt this Woman, whom 
thou judgeſt more in debt then thy ſelf? I entred into thy 
Houſe, and thou haſt not given me water to waſh my feet, but 
ſhe hath waſhed them with tears, and wip'd them with her hair, 
though Water was eaſier to be ſound then tears; Thou haſt 
not kiſt my mouth, but ſhe hath kiſt my feet. Thou haſt not 
annointed nty head with common Oyl, but ſhe hath annointed 
my feet with fine Oyntment. So that by theſe ſignes thou ſeeſt 
that ſhe loves me better then thou doſt. Therefore I tell thee, 
that many Sins are forgiven her, becauſe ſhe loved nuch. For 


to him is leaſt forgiven, that hath leaſt loved. 1 


The Loꝛd card this to beat down the pꝛoud opinion of the fond 
Phariſie, not that he was but little fozgiven, but becauſe Simon 
might know that he thought ſo. Foz truly as who ſo commit⸗ 
teth moſt Sins, is moſt indebted to God: ſolikewiſe is he that 
hath leaſt offended. To conclude, both the lefs and the great ſtand 
in need of Gods Grace: unto whom thep cannot come of their 


God 
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God the remiffion of his fins: even ſo ought the juſteft man to do 
alto. Foz there is no fin which one Pan committeth, but ano⸗ 
ther would commit the live, ik God, who made Wan without fin, 
did not keep him from lin, as wrtneſſeth Saint Auſten, But per- 
chance one will ſep, habe net committed Adultery as this man 
bath, Lo whom J anſxzer, thou haſt not had ſuch occaſion mi⸗ 
niſtred as he hath had: and he hach not had the Gzace to avoid 
it as thou haſt had. It was Gods doing, and no Will of thine, 
ik thou haſt had no occeſton nez convenient time, noꝛ fit oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nity to tall into that Sin. Suppoſe thou haſt had occaffon offered, 
with oppoꝛtunitp and all things fit, and pet haſt reſrained: Nell, 
it is God then that guided and governed thee, that thou ſhouldeſt 
not do it. Acknowledge then the grace of God, aa theu art bound, 
becauſe thou had not committed ſuch a lin. Foe as he tho hach 
committed moſt lins, is moſt indebted to God: even ſo is he who 
never finned, Gods debter: koꝛ were not che grace of God bis 
Snide, be would do enough. Now to our purpoſe. After the 
1. 62d. had convinced the Phariſie of his pzoud Opinion, to 
comfozt the ſozrowfull Woman lping at his feet, he ſaid thus: 
Woman thy fins are forgiven thee, O jopfull voice, O hap- 
py WMoman, that art wozthy to hear the Son of God ſpeak ta 
thee, and fozgive thee thy Sins. But thoſe comfozteble words 
of the Loꝛd greatly offended the pzoud P3ariſites at the Fea, 
who turned them to Blaſpbemy, taping: What Fellow is this 
that alſo fozgibeth.'Sitmers ? It is apparent enough that he is 
a Blaſphemer ; fo2 to pardon and fo2qtbe Sinners belongeth 
cnly to God. | | 
No doubt our Loꝛd Jeſus Chꝛiſt was taken tobe a berp poo? 
man, of him that requeſted him to Dinner, and of thoſe which 
were at the Table. It was known that man csuld not fozgive 
fins, but thep believed not that Jelus Chꝛiſt was God, and 
therefoꝛe ſay thep : What Fellow is this, that fozgiverh ſins? 
Theſe Feaſters were lick of a deadly diſeaſe, which they neither 
knew, noz pet the remedp to heal and do them good. Js it 
not a Padnefs, that ſuch as are Sick ſhould fall a laughing 
at them that are found and in good Pealth ? So did the Pha» 
riffes laugh at Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and the Woman , who were not 
ck : 02 if ſhe were ſick, ſþ2 acknowledged her Pan and 
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ſought help of the Phyſitian. It is moſt true that Man cannot 
tozgive Sins, but this Woman which believed that Chzi& 
could ſoꝛgive Sins, believed alſo that he was God, and there- 
foze able to ſezgibe Sins. 

But why did not our Sabiour Chꝛiſt anſwer theſe murmuring 
Phariſies, and ſay : Jam the Son of God, when thep asked 
the queſtion, ſaying : what Fellow is this that ſozgibeth Sins? 
No, he let them murmure, and turned himſelf towards the 
Woman, and ſaid: Thy Faith hath ſaved thee, depart in 
Peace. Though \þ2 heard him ſay of the Phariies, thefe men 
murmure, and eſteem me as it pleaſeth them, nevertheleſs be 
thou aſſured that thy Faith hath ſaved thee, and thereloꝛe depart 
in peace, and enjoy full reſt and tranguility of conſcience, j:ſti-: 
fied by a lively Faith, and fulfilled with Love. Let all ſick fours 
that are laden with Sins, ik thep will be bealed, let them (J 
ſay ) come in Faith and al:red Yope to the true Phyſitian of 
fouls, which is Jeſus Cheritz let them confeſs their offences with 
row and Meeping let them Wipe the Feet of our Lozd 
with their hair, and they ſhall be reſtoꝛed, made whcle, and re⸗ 
cober thrir Yealth. Let pour ſuperfluous riches be given among 
the pooz, and not ſpent in Feaſting, and Pompoug Apparel. 
And after that the Sinner with lobe and liberalitp hath thought 
upon the pooz, helping them in their need, as well with good 
counſell, as with Alms-deeds, and living as the Rule of Gods 
Moꝛd requireth, he (hall receive peace and quietneſs of Conſci- 
ence; and be reconciled to God the Father, toz the merits of his 
Deer Son Jeſus Cheiſt, to whom be all Panour and Glozp, fog

And to the end it might pleaſe him to give me 
grace to receibe it artght, I pzayed unto him on this wile, 


O Sweet Jeſus, and loving Redeemer, I yield thee thanks 
for thy unſpeakable love, by which thou haſt purged me 
from the filth of ſin, and pluckt me by thy grace out of the 
dark dungeon of death, Behold,] reconcile my ſelf unto thee, 
moſt heartily beſeeching thee that thou wouldeſt vouchſafeſ a- 
morrgſt the great number of thy benefits) of thy great liberali- 
ty to give me grace to be a faithfull partaker of thy preci- 
ous body and blood, repreſented unto me under the viſible 


form of Bread and Wine, O immortal King, I am not worthy, | 


I confeſs, of ſo great a benefit: yer I beſeech thee, as thou doſt 
make the unworthy worthy, and the ſinners juſt, ſo make me 
worthy to receive this holy,bleſſed, and-Heavealy Sacrament, 
to my Souls Health. Feed my Soul, O Lord, with thy ſpiri- 
tual Body, and let thy blood revive and quicken my Spirit. 
O make me (by thy grace daily encreaſing in me) a member 
of thy myſticall body, that I may be included within the Co- 
venant and bleſſing which thou madeſt with thy Saints and 
Apoſtles in thy laſt Supper; communicating unto them the ho- 
ly Sacrament of thy body and Blood: and conſequently that 
J may be of the number of them which according to the 
Vow and Promiſe made in Baptiſm, do live in Faith, and by 
thy grace are received into the company of Saints. Amen.

This 
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This pꝛaper being ended, with all Keverence and Devotion 
J received the holp Sacrament, and that being ended, we went 
from the Chappel into a great Þall, where J met the good 
Þermit Underſtanding, whom when I had ſaluted, and he me⸗ 
J thanked him foz2 his good ſermon, Then as we were talking» 
Gods Grace ſaid unto me, Sir Knight, I give thee ſoꝛ thy Go- 
bernour this good Hermit Underſtanding, beliebe his Counſel, 
and do what he commands. Then IJ remembzed mp old Gover- 
neſs Folly, whom J left in the bog amongſt Serpents and Toads3 
ſo J was very glad of my Governour, and gabe thanks to Gods 
Grace: who from the Table gave me dꝛugs to eat, and repeated 
unto me a place wꝛitten in the 80 Pſalme.of David, Open thy 
mouth wide, and I will fill it, 

Then having ſwa!lowed that which ſhe gabe me, J foznat the 
Moꝛld, and made no reckoning of any thing therein. Foz all. 
my deſire was in hafte to fee the Palace of true Felicity. J deſi⸗ 
red death, to be with Chziſt in Heaven. Dinner being done, the 
Gates of Repentance were opened which were narrow: contra=- 
riwiſe, as it appeareth in the firft Book, that the entrance into 
the Palace of Voluptuouſneſs was wide, large, and great, but 
the end thereof was deſperation, and deſtruction 2 as on the o⸗ 
ther fide, the entring into the Palace of Repentance is ſtreight 
and narrow, but the end thereof is eternal Life, Foz Repen- 
rance (as Saint Paul faith) leadeth the Repentant tg eber⸗ 
laſting Salvation. When the gates were open, J mounted up 
into a Chariot of Jvozp, having golden wheels, and two white: 
Þozſes with wings dzawing the ſame. Gods Grace gat up firſt, 
and with her hand helped me up, then followed the good Mermit 
Underſtanding, then Memory, Conſcience, and Repentance, ' 
but Gods Grace governed all, who touching the Bozſes with 
ber Rod, they mounted up ober the Mountains which are above: 
the Earth. So we paſſed thꝛeugh the Region of the Air, where 
inhabiteth all the wicked ſptcits, which watch to annop ſuch 
as would mount up to Meaven. 1 | | 

And though J was greatly agaſt hereat, pet my truſt was in 
Gods Grace, under whote Wings I hid my ſelf. I/- truſted not 
in my Conſcience, although it was at peace, noz to Repen- 
tance, noꝛ to Underſtanding, but to Gods Grace only, who * 
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[1p throtoded me under her Wings, as the Yen doth her Chickens 
againſt the coming of the Rite. Then ſhe commanded the wicked 
Enemies to get them hence, and thep forthwith fled away; cry- 
ing aloud: Now have we loft our Knight: lo, he is mounted 
up ta the Palace of Vertue, in deſpight of us all: Now be 
ts eſcaped under the Wings of Gods grace. Being paſt this 
bꝛunt, Jheartilp thanked Gods grace cf her goodneſs, and on 
the ſudden 2 ſaw upon the top of a, Pauntain a godly Palace. 
Naw fo? that love ingendzeth tamiliaritp, end familiarity breeds 
boldneſs, J asked Gods grace, what place it was: and ſhe told 
me it was the Palace of Vertue, It was ſs high that it reached 
eben to Peaven, and about it were ſeven ſair Towers of Ala⸗ 
blaster. In the firſt dwelt Faith, in the ſecond Hope, in the 
third Charity, in the fourth Wiſdome, in the fifth Juſtice, in 
the lixch Fortitude, and in the ſeventh Temperance, 

In the firſt Lower, Gods grace ſhewed me Faith, which 
waited fo2 our coming, near unto whom J might -perceibe the 
Palace of true Felicity. With that J deſired Lady Memory 
to put me in mind in the mozning of ſeeing that gallant City, 
Whiles we talked thus, our Chariot arrived at the Court, 
where Lady Vertue with her Daughters, Faith, Hope, Chari⸗ 
ty, Wiſdome, Juſtice, and Temperance dwelt. At the firſt fight 
I knew it was the ſame Lady Vertue which afoze-time had fo 
well admonitþ2d me, to whom J gave no ear. Then reverently 
upon my knees lamenting, I cryed her mercy foz contemning 
ber Counſell, and following Voluptuouſneſs. Wherewith ſhe 
made me ariſe, and in token that ſhe took in good part my re- 
cantation, ſbe ſweetly kiſſed me, and bade me Welcome. So 
with great joy accompanied with Gods grace, true Underſtand- 
ing, quiet Conſcience, and unfained Repentance, J entred in- 
to the Palace of Lady Vertue.

CHAP, I. 
The Knighe K dene the great good, the ſolace, and the 
pleaſure which he found i in the Palace of Lady Vertue. 


F bad a thouſand tongues to tell. the truth of all the good and 
pleaſures which J found in the Palace of Vertue: and if I live 
2 @ thouſand pears to repozt this matter, all were too little, in 

every point to decipher it: foꝛ it conſiſteth not in Angelical know⸗ 
ledge, much leſs in mans wit, wholly to compzebend o noble a 
myſtery:none knows it but be who hath pzoved it:you map be ſure 
that there are not, as fn the Palace of Wozſdly pleaſure chambers 
hanged with Silk, Tapeſtry, and every cozner ſumptuoullp and ſa- 
perfluoullp adoꝛned. No, no: but there were Piſtozies of the Old 
and New Teſtament to view and mark. J-found not their -Coffers 
full of Gold and Silver,Cup-boazds of Plate, Pꝛeſſes of Silks, all 
manner of Percerp⸗ware, neither dainty Diſpes, delicate Dꝛinks, 
bawdy Songs, wanton Vulick, the Lady of Love, her Son Cupid, 
noꝛ any thing that Wozldlings imbꝛace, but J found a thing far 
ſupaſſing all that is inthe Wozld. 

This g09d, this jopfull, this comfoztable, this unſpeakable,this 
incompeehentible-thing,cannot be named wozthily enough: but of 
good and bad he is called God, even be who is the only Soberaign 
good abobe all things reaſonable and unreaſbnable. Peradbenture 
you will fap this is ſtrange news, that vou Sir Unight ſþould ſee 
God in the Palace of Vertue. Pow is it ſtrange, ſeeing he is ebe- 
ry where, not only in Peaven,but alſo in Earth, and in Pell: Truly 


« I contets that God is ww — but I _ him to dwell every 
where, 
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where, and pet J know that by his power and invincible pzefence 


be is every where, though not eberp where by the fulneſs of his 
greatneſs, and his gifts: it ſollowes then that he dwelleth everp 
where: pꝛay you what pꝛoſiteth it the damned, that he is in hell by 
his power, Juſtice, and Uengeance?Truly by ſuch pꝛeſence of God 
they have no jop, no conſolation, no benefit oz ſelicitp, ſoz that at! 
are curſed in whom God dwelleth nat by his grace, whatſoeber they 
be, be they Kings, Peinces, 02 Popes, who babe all other riches 
and delights in the Moꝛld. But all they that habe the grace of God 
are happy, oꝛ at leaſt wiſe in hope, though they live eben in a loath- 
ſome pꝛilon and are poozer than Lazarus, which deſired to be re- 
' freſhed with the crums that fell from the evil rich Bang Table, 
Now, when we pꝛap to God, we ſay;Our Father which art in Hea- 
ven;foz, that is the place where God gives the enjoping and pofleſ- 
ſion of himſelf to his elect, and that is their dwelling, pzepared by 
the grace of God, That is that God ſpeaks of, ty the Pzopher E- 
ſay,faping:Heavenis my ſeat, and the Earth is my foot-ftoole: Fox 
almuch ſaith" God; as J dwell in mine Elect by Gzace,J will tum⸗ 
ble at my feet thoſe that lobeVoluptnouſneſs, rather then their Pa⸗ 
ker. In the book of Mildom, it is weitten:That the ſeat of wifdom 
is in the ſou} of the juſt, God is wiſdom, and the juſt ſoul his feat, 
God is in ebeyp place where he dwelleth, but be dwelleth not in eve- 
ry place where he is. This is moſt true, though marvellous, foz the 
ebil are alwayes where God is, but pet God dwelleth not in them. 

Wherefoeber the wicked are, they cannot hide themſelbes frem 
God, and yet they are not dwellers © with G3d, noz God a dweller 
with them. They are where God is, as the blind man in the Light 
of the Sun: the Light is not in him, becauſe he bath not the ufe of 
it. But the good are alwayes with Gad, and God dwelleth in them, 
ds in his Temple. Saint Paul ſaith, That the temple of God is holp. 


And therecoze it pe live well as ke commands pon, vou are his Tem⸗ 


ple. And God himſelf taith, Iwill be in them, Iwill walk amongſt 
themzl will be their God, and they ſhall be my people. Now there- 
foze pou fee that although God be every where in his power, pet he 
dwelleth no where , but where he is by grace. It is plein, that 
where Wertue is, there God inhabiteth ty grace, which is the on⸗ 
Ip conſolation of all reaſonable Creatures. Is it poſſible that any 
Pan can find in Peaben oꝛ in Earth, ſuch Soberaign good as is 
in God, who is the molt ercellenteſt and chiefeſt good, and the 
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true jop of all reaſonable Creatures: Pow can that body fail in a- 
ny goodneſs, which hath God by his Gzace refting in his Yeart, 
who is the only Authour of all goodneſs, and the giver of all true 
Jop and per ed Felicity. | py | 

But ſome will ſay that thep ſee good People in the Wezid often- 
times ſutfer miſery, depzived of their geods, and put tp the plea⸗ 
ſures of this wozld, which appeareth in the ſadneſs ef heir counte- 
nance : foꝛ they ſeem to be.conceived with ſozrow, and as it were 
to labour and travel in heavineſs, as a Woman in Child birth. I 
coneeſs it to be ſe, but pet if pou ſay that they are not furniſbed 
with all good and true joy and Felicity, pau err greatly, Foz the 
Soveraign good which is God, dwels in the jift ſoul foz ebermoze : 
although fooltſh Wozldings ſay in cheir Pearts and thoughts : Can 
it be that thele miſerable men, which are atf{icted with poverty oz 
impetfenment, habe moze poſſeſſion of true Felicity, than we 
that wallow in Wealth, and are without want of any Wozldſp 
pleaſures ?!But they conſtder not that true Icp -confiſteth in the 
Soul. But be you ſure, that as the Soul is the meſt pꝛecious part 
of the body, fo ought the goodneſs of the Soul to be greater than 
che goodneſs of the body The Jop of the Juſt and Righteous is moꝛe 
inward than outward, foz all his gdodneſs is in the ſoul ; as che joy 
of wanton Wozldlings is outwardly in the body. This juſt Man 
ſuffereth outward extremities, but yet inwardly he bath moze jc 
than the Uoluptuous Pan. And though the juſt. man, being al- 
wayes afficted, maketh ſh2w of ſadneſs all his life time, yet at the 
hour of death their joy and conſolation appeareth, with hope of e⸗ 
ternal life: whereas contrariwiſe the Wozdling goeth his wap 
with grudging and deſpair; The juft man eſteems Gold and Silber 
to be coloured Earth, wozldly wealth and Uoluptuous ſecding to 
be Famine and Filth: Ponour,Dignity,and Delight, to be ſmoak, 
which the Air conſumeth ſuddenly : to be ſþazr, he maketh all the 
Moeld no better than an exile: and although bis body be detained 
here ſoꝛ a ſeaſon, pet all his thoughts, cares, deſires, and medita⸗ 
tions, are converſant among the Oꝛders of holy Angels, and — 
happy Aſſemblp of Saints in Heaven ſinging Plalms and Pzayp 
inceſſantly. So that whatſoever: we eſteem evill in this Wozld, 
Gad turns it to good. Foꝛ he makes us rejopce in Tribulations, 
taking them ſoꝛ medicines to purge our coꝛruptions, and not ac⸗ 
counting our Perſecutozs as cur Enemies, but rather as Pelpers 
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The juſt Man efteems fimple fare,fufficing nature, better than a- 
dundance of delicate oz exceſſive Dzunkennefs, oz Gluttony. They 
take moze pleaſure in kneeltng, pꝛaping, and faſting, then woztd- 
lings do in dancing, aud ſinging wanton Songs. Finally,that they 
do oz futfer God turns it to good. And therefoze Saint Paul faith, 
that all things turn to the good of thoſe that love God: The eye 
never ſeeth, the Ear never heareth, the Peart of Man never under- 
ſtandeth the great goodneſs and the joy that God beings into the 
body, when he cometh,by grace, to dwell in itzonly he that hath had 
experience once knoweth it. Wozldlings do wonder to fee the juſt 
mau weep and lament, to ſuffer tribulations, and to be depzived of 
all wc2'dly pleature, they eſteem the goods of this wozhd to be the 
true felicity: much like unto a blind man, taking upon him to judgs 
gf colours. Foꝛ they compare falſe felicity and woztdly wealth, with 
beavenly Riches and perfect Vappineſs 5 whereas indeed they are 
but ſhadowes. Nothing diſpleaſeth the Elect moze than Sin, and 
that which leadeth to Sin: nothing pleaſeth the elec but God, and 
that which leadeth to God. 1 
Js concerning the foul, no man can deny, if he hate Sin, and 
fobe Uertue, but that he had rather loſe all that is in the weld, 
than loſe Uertue , and ſuffer all manner of tozments, than to cam⸗ 
mit Sinthe had rather deſcend into Mell with Mertue, than mount 
up to Peaben wich Sin. Foz where Uertue is, there is quietneſs. 
Contraxiwiſe,where fin is, there can be no reſt. Let eder? one therc- 
foze labour to lde ozldly happinets, it he mean to atchieve bertue, 
wherein conſiſteth fo much goodneſs. But many make no account 
to come thither, and fo care not foꝛ tobing Uertnue, becauſe indeed 
they know not Uertuez Wheretoze Underſtanding deſcribeth her, 
and ber ſeven Daughters, namely Faith, Hope, Charity, Wiſdom, 
Juſtice, Fortitude, and Temperance,jn manner fottowing.

EF 7Ertne, acooꝛding to the Definition of Saint Auſtin, in his ſe⸗ 
V ' cond-Book of Free- will, the 18 Chapter, Is a good quality of 
the Soul, whereby a man liveth righcly, and committetli none 
evill; which thing indeed is the only work of God in Man, By 
the Soul be underſtandeth in this place the Superiour part of the 
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he inferieur part we call Senſe, which is common to man and 
veaft, Now that is called in Latine Mens, and is not a part of 
the Soul ſenſitive, which is the infertour part, but it is that part 
of the Bool, where reafon and Underſtanding do fit, which is the 
1 firperiorr part. By the Soul then we do mean the Freewill of 
Man, which is nothing elſe, as Philoſophers ſay, but the frank 
judgment of the mind, and Will. Foz when we fap, free will, we 
utter and pꝛonounce two weeds, namely, free-will, It is termed 
free, becauſe that freely without conſtraint the will wogzeth bis 
feats at liberty. And it is called free-will, becaufe of the Judge- 
ment of the Saul. Therefoze free-will is in the fuperiour part of 
the Soul, fez thereby we differ from bzuit beaſts, who have a Senſe 
as well as we, but no judgment of free-will. Now then we ſay, 
that Vertue is a good quality of the Ssul, that is to ſap, of free- 
will: Foz Vertne qualifies free-will, diſpoſeth and pzepareth it to 
do and will well, neither of which can be done without the aid and 
Gzace of God. 

Ahe ſecond part of the Definition is: Whereby a man liveth 
rightly. But no Man lipetb rightly, unleſs he live juftly no man 
liverh rightly without Tertue, Ergo, no man liveth jiiſity without 
Uertue. Who ſo liveth rightly liveth well, and who fo lipeth well, 
if he continue in fo doing, atchieveth true felieity. Ft folldweth then 
that by Uertne we atchieve true felicity, foꝛ Vertue prepares free- 
will, which is cozrupt and depꝛaved, and therefoze unapt either oz 
well⸗willing, ge well deing: but the Gzace of God pzeſerbing it. - 
by Vertue, ft is made capable of perfect bleſſedneſs. i | 

The Third part of the Definitienis : And committeth none e- 
vill: wherein is compꝛehended the excellency of Vertue, and great 
goodneſs, by the which none can do ill. Men map abuſe all the goods, 
al the Arts, and Sciences in the Wozld,as indeed very often they 
are ill uſed, as wich Boney, Mine, and Women, but by Mertue they 
be never abuſed: Who ufeth Vertue, he doth the wozks of Mertue: 

Who fo ufeth the Deeds of Vertue he doth wellz and if ty Vertue 
none doth ill. thou oughteR rather to loſe all that is in the wozld,. 
2 to loſe Vertue, ſeeing ſþe excels in goodneſs all things in the

of Saint Auſtin concludeth, and ſaith « That Uertue is not th 

cauſe cf Free-will, no2 of any affection of the Soul coming frot 

Free-will, but he caith, by that Uertue Free- will being depzavet. 

£vill and cozrupt, is helped and moved to goodneſs: and ſo you ſec 

that by Uertue, which he ſaith is Gods grace, inclining and pz - 

paring the Mill to will well, pꝛoceedeth the good affection of the 
Soul, and afterwards do ſollotv good wozks, and an honeſt trade of 
Lie. Lo make it the moze manifeſt, he aives ſtmilitudes. As the 
rain(ſaith he) moiſtneth the ground to make it yield lruit: and pet 
the rain is not the ground, noꝛ the ground the fruit, even fo (ſaith. 
he) into the ground cf our Souls, that is to ſap, the kree liberty cf 
the Will, the rain of Gods bleſſing is poured, that is to ſap, Gods 
grace is inſpired, which liquezeth the will of man to make him ſruit- 
full to will well, accozding to the effect of Gods inſptratton,which 
is his G:ace woꝛking in us, to the end we ſhould do well. And there⸗ 
- foze aul the good wozks that we do 02 can do, are to be attributed 
unto Gods grace, by whom our will is pꝛepared to will and do well. 

Ibis grace ingendꝛeth gcod motions in the foul of Man, vnd theſe 
good motions are a chief giſt of Gꝛace to Pan, as namely, by faith 
to believe that Chꝛiſt is the true Bon of God: by Love and Charity, 
to lobe God and our Neighbour: and ſo of all other Uertues, which 
are the good Potions and Gifts of Gods grace, wozking in us, 
to the encreaſe of moꝛe Uertue, pea, to the pcfſeſſion cf eternal 
lice. It is apparent then, tbat U-rtue is the gift of Gods grace, 
wozking in our will to make it will and do well: and tberefoze ſay 
we, that Faith, Hope, and Charity, being Divine and godly Uer= 
rugs, are the U oꝛks of God, Some there be which ſay, that Uertue 
is the well uſing of the naturall Powers end abilities in Man, in⸗ 
ward only, but nat cutward, that is to ſay, a perfect affection of 
the foul which Ga) . in man, and not Pant in him elf, Foz 
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although ſuch motions ſeem to be motions of free will, pet they can⸗ 
not be ſuch, eicept God vouchſale of his wozking Geace to ſanctiſie 
the will, and to make it capable of fuch gocd affedions + Thefe 
two Opinions recited by the Paſter of the @entences,-in the ſe⸗ 
cond Book, and 27 Diſtinction, I refer to the Judgment of the 
Reader, and allcw them ſo far (02th as they both agree, that Ver- 
tue is à toozk of God in Man, and not of Wan in himſelf. But pet 
chop differ, becauſe the firſt ſapes, that Vertue is not a moving of 
the Saul, foe that it is the only wozking of God, without Man, and 
of meer Gzace ; the other Opinion ſaith that Vertue i ts a good mo- 
tion of Man, not coming of God in Man: J dare not judge raſhly 
in ſo High and ſecret a Myſtery, and thereſoze J appeal to the de⸗ 
termination of the Learned. It ſufficeth to knew that Vertue is a 
wozk of God in Man, and not of Man in himſelf;and in this point, 
as both Opinions do conſent, fo J appzove them to be true. 


CAP III ; 


The Deſcription of Faith, and how we ought to believe in God 
for our ſalvation | 


Aith is a Vertue, whereby we believe that which we ſte not. 

When it is laid that Faith is a Uertue,it is moſt manifeſt that 
faith is the pure gift of God, whereby we beliebe that which we 
ſee not. But yet it followeth not that we ſh zuld believe all that wwe 
hear and ſee not, but this if meant only in things touching Religt- 
on, and the Wozibipping of God, Faith is pꝛoperly of things not 
apparent, fo? apparent things have no Faith, but a certain De⸗ 
monſtration: as when our Lozd ſaith to Thomas, Becauſe thou haſt 
ſeen, thou betieveſt.. et Thomas believed moze than he ſaw, a 
Man, and he believed that the ſame Man was God alfo, which he 
ſaw not: foꝛ he faid, Thou art my God, and my Lord. In this con⸗ 
fiſteth the merit of Faith, when a man at the Commandement of 
God, believeth that thing which he teeth not. To believe ( ſaith 
Saint Auſtin ) is to think upon a thing with conſent to that 
thought: as then thou thinkeſt the Son of God was bozn of a 
Virgin, and took mans nature upon him, and conſentelt to that 
Thought, it is pzoperlp calle) Beliefe. This thought may 
come often by ſeeing, and often by hearing. And when Paint tits | 

ys 
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'faith, that faith cometh by hearing of the word of God, he im- 
derſtands that by hearing faith comes into the mind and thought, 
if we conſent thereunto. Foz.we map hear a Pꝛeacher, without con⸗ 
ſenting to that he ſaith, becauſe men do not alwapes beliebe what 
the Preacher ſpeaketh, fo2 that the conſent wherein conliſfeth the 
perfection of Faith, comes of the meer gitt of God, and not from 
ſeeing noꝛ heating, but from the light of Gꝛace, ſpeaking in the 
Soul of the Believer, believing the principal truth, which is God, 
and wozking in him an agreement with that Doberaign truth a- 
bove all cther things. So that Faith is a foundation unmsbable: our 
L.o2d Jeſus Chꝛiſt who is the onlp Foundatton of true B!edednecs, 
dwelleth in the Hearts of the Believers, and ſo long as Faith is in 
Man, he ſpall be fure not ts periſþ; but faith without Charity ig no 
Foundation, becauſe ſuch Faith is in dain and unpꝛoſttable. 
Faith then jopned with Love oz Charity, belongs to good Chet- 
ſtians: and Faith without Love belongs to evill Chꝛiſtians. It is 
neceſſary therefoze that we note the difference in theſe thzee 
Tayings o2 ſpeeches, namely : To believe a God, To believe of 
God, To believe in God. To believe a God, is to believe that he 
is the only true God, ſo the Devils do believe as well as the evil 
Chꝛiſtians. To delieve of God, is to believe that all is true which 
God faith,an5 fo believe the evil! Chziſtians as well as the good,un- 
lets they be Pereticks.1But to believe in God, is to lobe God, and 
in believing to joyn thy ſelf to God, by lobe and obedience incoz⸗ 
poꝛat ing thee with His Members, that is to ſay, his Church, 
This Faich juſtiſteth the Sinner, and this Faith being knit with 
Love and with Charity, begins to do good deeds, which cannot be 
done without Love. The Faith which evill Chꝛiſtians habe, is in- 
deed a qualitp of free will, but it is not nit with Love and Cha-' 
rity, which is the bond of perfection, and the life of faith, as Faith 
is the Life of the Soul. And pet ſuch an unſpapen Faith, being na- 
ked and Moid of Charity, map be termed a gitt of God: fox that 
tbe edill man may habe ſome gift of God: but that cannet pzoper- 
Ip be called Uertue, becquſe that by Uertue we learn to live right⸗ 
Ip: and foe that the Devils and Ebill Chꝛiſtians do live wickedlp, 
it is a fign that the faich which they have is dead, and therefoze is 
not pzoperty Uertue, noz yet a wozk of Uertue. If thou wilt then 
habe thy Faith ta be good and ſabing, it muſt habe four pꝛoper⸗ 
ties, that is to ſay, it muſt be plain and ümple, it muſt be whole 
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and found, it muſt be conftant and unmovable, it mult be quick and 
lively. Touching the firſt, that it muſt be plain and (imple, that 
teachech thee chus much in effect, that thou muſt beliebe the word of 
God kimply, and whatſcever is therein contained, without inqut- 
ring into Gods myſitcal matters by humane Keatons: and (imply 
believing in thy heart that every thing contained in the holy bible 
is moſt true⸗Secondlp, thy Faith muſt be whole and found, that is, 
thou muſt not take part with Pereticks, oz cleave to the erronious 
Opinions of the Enemies of Gods truth:ic2 this is no good faich. 
And theretoze toz a Teclitmony of thy Faith, be nct aſþamed to 
niake open Confeſſion in the Congregation of thy belief, with the 
Fellowſhip and Communien of Saints, That thou beliebeſt in God 
the Creatoꝛ and Governcur of all things, e in bis Son Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
the Redeemer, and in the holy Ghoſt, by which we are ſanctied and 
receibe true comfoꝛt and jop, ac. accozding as it is declared in His 
holp wozd. Thirdly, it muſt be conſtant and unmovable, that is, 
without doubting, ſoꝛ anp reaſon of Mans brain that ſeemeth con⸗ 
trarp, oz foz any temptation, pzomiſe;oz thꝛeatnings, either of toz- 
ment oꝛ of death. And let not the obſtinacy of ſuch ag enchant with 
the vain pleaſures of this lite, although they ſeem to live moſt joy⸗ 
filly,allure thee to cleave to their opinion, which is flat hereſte:foz _ 
that is a wozk of Satans who wholly poſſeſſes them, g can change 
himſelf into an Angel of light, to deceive the ſimple and innocent, 
whom God permits to be tempted top the trpal of their conſtancy, 
Mot that he is ignoꝛant of the iſſue, but becauſe he would habe it ap⸗ 
pear in others, that he crownes us with glozy,toz our conſtancy and 
perſeberance. This is clearly ſet down by Moſes in the 13. af Deut. 
and by S. Peter in his 2 Epiſtle, chap.2,and by aur Sabicur Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, in the 24 of Matthew. And though we live in the liter times, 
when many Sects do abound, and Uertue and truth in many pla⸗ 
res do fail:yetlet us liſten what our Saviour ſaith: WhoſGever-be- 
lieveth ro the end, ſhall be ſaved, Fourthſp and laſtlp, thy Faith 
muſt be quick and livelp, that is, it muſt be linked with lobe and 
charity, which is the life of faith, as the Soul is the life ok the be« 
dv, And therefoze abuſe- not thy ſelf, as ſonig do, ſaying. ; J habe 
Faith, and J ſball be ſaved, whatfoever chance. No, no, aſſure thy 
ſelf, that if thy Faich be not quickned with Love and Chority, 
It is nothing Moꝛth, and thereloꝛe tunable to atchiebe true Bleſted⸗ 


neſs,as 8. Paul well noteth i in the fir(t Epiũle, the I3 chap. ta the 
N FA Corinth, = 
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Corinth. Eben ſo, when our Lo2d in the Goſpel attributeth caſbati- 

on unto Faith, and ©, Paul juſtiacation: this is to be underſtood 

ok an holy lively, and Evangelical Faith, wozking with Love and 

Charity. Likewiſe when our Dabiour ſaith in the Gcfper, 

that be which believerh and will be Baptiſed, ſhall be ſaved: that 

is meant of ſuch a Faith, as lobe quickneth; and Charity revive. 

The holp Scripture in many places erpzefſeth, that none ſpall be 

fabed, unleſs he obſerbe and keep the Commandements of God. 

Now none can keep the Commandements without Love and cha- 

rity, Ergo, none can be ſaved without Lobe and Charity.The ſum 

and effect of all is this, That whoſcever renounceth Sin, and im- 

bꝛaceth a quick and lively Faith, and libeth in Lobe and Charity, 

be cannot periſb, but ſþall find in the end perfect and everlafting 

Felicity, in the Kingdom of Heaven. | 

WALL CAP, IV. 

The Deſcription of Hope, and how we ought ro hope in Al- 
mighty God, | . : 
JOw (Sir Knight)know this, that Hope is a Vertue, where- 
by Happineſs or Bleſſedneſs both ſpiritual and eternal are 

hoped for. And as Faith is of things not ſeen, fo is Hope alto. 

Foz Saint Paul ſaith, Hope that is ſeen is no Hope, becauſe we 

bave poſſeſſion of it already. It is cemmon to Faith and Hope tg 

de of things unſeen : and yet Hope ts diſtinguiſþed from Faith, not 
enly by name; but by reaſon. Foz by Faith we belteve as well evill 
things as good, that is Hell as Heaven. We believe that Adulrerp 
ts a very wicked fin, we believe alſo Charity is a very good thing: 
a11-theſe things good and bad, we believe, but we Pope only foz 
good things, and not foz bad. Again, Faith is of things paſt; pze- 
fent, and to come, Foz we believe the death of Jeſus Chꝛiſt which 
is palt: we believe alſo that at this pzeſenthe fits at the right hand 
of God the Father in Peaven,and we believe that Chzift ſþall come 
to judge the quick and the dead. But imder cozrection, J think that 

Hope ts of things pꝛeſent: as when J Pope that Jam in Gods 

favour: and ok things paſt, as when J Hape my Sins be fozgiben 

me: and ot things to come, as when I Hope to have eternal life. 

This is true that Faith hath an eye generally unto that which is 

fpoken in þoly Scripture, believing that all the pzomiſes, without 

exception, which God made, ſpall be accompliiþed, without defcend- 
ing to particular oz ſpecial Perſons : but Pope applyeth into her 
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felf thoſe ſame pzomiſes, waiting foz the accompliſhment of that 
which God hath pꝛomiſed. And tberefoze it is requiſite fo2 aſſured 
Salbation, that thou believe thou ſhalt te ſabed, but to Pope ſo is 
not ſufficient. Foz Faith, in it ſelf, impozteth an infallible aſſu⸗ 
rance and certainty of thinge, as when we firmly believe all the 
Articles of our true and Cheiſtian Faith, and all things contained 
in the holy Scriptures te be moze certain then man is man: but 
the hoping of it is not ſo requifite. Foz if we habe a firm affiance in 
the goodneſs of God, touching our Salvation, and doubt not a 
whit of the remiſſion. of our fins, it is enough There be two de- 
grees in Pope, which are two contrary extremities. -The one be- 
ing the meſt higheft, is the infallible aſſurance of eternal Bleſled⸗ 
ners: The other being the baſeſt and loweſt, is to deſpatr of Sal- 
vation. Between theſe two extremities confiſteth Pope. But the 
moꝛe that a Pan appzoacheth to the higheſt extremity, which is 
- an infallible aſſurance of Eternal life, and the moze he rejoyceth 
from the loweſt extremity, which is deſperation, the moze perfect 
he is in hope. As it ſufficeth the hoping Man, that believes an 
lobes God, that be hath a firm «ffiance and cenfidence, that God of 
his good grace will give him whatſoever he hath pzomiſed to bis 
Elect, hoping that he is of their number. So it is neceſſarily regui⸗ 
ſite that we habe a perfect infallible certainty of our Salbation, 
Now loꝛ that in the Definition of Hope, it is ſaid, that by her we 
ope and look fo2 the eternal Dappineſs 5 it is to be noted, that 
Pope hath two Objects 5 the firſt, the perfect enjoying of Gods 
p:cſence : the other is, all the neceſſary means to come unto the 
clear ſeeing and enjoying of God: and theſe means are remifſion 
of Sins thzough Gods Grace, juſtification, Faith unfained,and cha- 
- ritable deeds, and agreeableneſs unto God. Now all that we hope 
foz, we ought with payer deboutly to crave of Godz as his Ring- 
dom, the remiſſion of our fins, juſtiicatton, encreaſe of Gꝛace and 
Uertue, deeds of faith and Charity. But concerning goods tem⸗ 
pozal, fozaſmuch as we may ute them well and ill, they map be ſaid 
to hinder the Salvation of Man, rather then to further it. And 
therefoze the good Chꝛiſtian ought not to ask them, noꝛ covet them 
exceſſively 2 indeed fo much as will neceſſartly ſerbe him fo2 "ſuſte- 
nance in this life, he map lawfully ask. And here by the wap, it 
is a leſſon wozthy the Learning, namely: that it is neccflary fo2 us 
to do good Wozks, becauſe it hath pleaſed God to enrich us with 
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Goods, which Goods ought well to be employed. obo unto him 
pꝛoperlp belongeth the merits of tbe wozks which he wozketh in 
us. Foz all our good wozks are the gift of God, howbeit he doth 
not deny us his Gꝛace, whereby we conſent to do the good wozks 
which he only moveth in ur. | 
And therefoze every one ought to the uttermoſt that he is able, 
to do good wozks,confidering that they come of Sod, who is the Au⸗ 
tho; of all good wozks, and without when: we are not able to think 
ſo much as one good thought, much leſs do a good deed. Foz other⸗ 
wiſe to hope in doing ill to go to heaven, without good wozks 
ſpzinging ſrom a firm faich, is not hope, but a flat pzeſumption-And ' 
theretoze thou oughteſt to entozce thy ſelf tz do good wozks, hoping 
that thou and thy wozks may be acceptable unto God: neverthe- 
leſs, thou muſt not in any caſe truſt upon thy merits oꝛ good twozks, 
but altogether to the infinite goodneſs of God. Fo? otherwiſe thou 
kalleſt into that curſe which the Pꝛophet ſpeaketh,ſaying,Curſed is 
the man that truſteth in man, and contrariwiſe, happy is the man 
that truſteth in God, We oigbt alwapes to do well, to delight in 
well⸗doing, and to hope in the goodneſs of God, that he will gibe 
us that which he hath pzomiſed. But this Hope eught to be firm, 
and as an Anchoꝛ conſtantly to hold thy conſctence.that by the float- 
ing of temptation it mobe not. But ſome will ask by what teſti⸗ 
monp oz witneſs can the conſctence reſt aſſured of remiſſion of fing, 
of Gods adoption, and of Peavenly bleſſedneſs. J anſwer, S. John 
Epiſt. I chap:5. ſaith, There be chree things that bear witneſs in 
Earth, that is, the Spirit, Wacer, and Blood. Theſe thzee teſtifie 
unt the ſpirit of the believing Pan, that Cheiſt is the infallible 
truth, who fulfilleth in the believing man the whole ſum of his 
p2omiſes. The firft witneſs then that aſſureth man in Pope is the 
pꝛecious bloud of our Lozd Jeſus Chꝛiſt, which was ſhed foz the re- 
miſſicn of our fins. The fecond witneſs is the water of Baptiſm, 
by the which allo our fins are foꝛgiben. But theſe two witneſſes put 
not the conſcience in full and perfect Pope and Aſurance. And 
thereloꝛe there muſt be annexed unto them a thirdz Which third is, 
The holy Spirit, which beareth witneſs with our ſpirit, that we 
are the Sons and Þeirs of God. Who ſo hath not this witneſs,he 
cannot be aſſured of his Balbation. The wozks of the holp Spirit in 
Man, it thou ask me what thoſe wozks are, I anſwer thee, that they 
are theſe that follow,and ſuch likes namely, @ozrow foz ſin; hatred 
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mandements 3 taking pleaſure ro read and hear Gods woꝛdz mourn⸗ 
ing loꝛ thy imperfectionszand ſure Faith, Hope, and Charity: and 
effectien, deſtre, intent and purpoſe to lobe God above all things, 
and to do thy endeabour to fulfill his Commandements. Foz all 
theſe things ſpꝛing not {rem the coꝛrupt nature of man, unleſs bis 
Pezrt be moyſtened with the dew of Gods grace: witheut the 
which we feel not in our ſelbes any good atfections,noz defire to do 
good toozks,wbich are ſigns cf the pzeſence of the holy Gheſt in us. 
UWhhereſoze we ought with ſighing to pꝛay unto Gad,and to beſeech 
him moſt humbly that it would pleaſe bim of his-unſpeakable pity, - 
to ſend us his holy Spirit, which may aſſure us of the remiſſion of 
our fins: to-Uouchſate us his beabenly Adoption, and the enjoy» 
ing cf everlaſting Bleſſedneſs. And thus much concerning Hope. 
FNcw let us ſpeak of Love oz Charity. 71 5 
The Deſcription of Love or Charity, and how we ought to love 
God, and our Neighbour. | 5 p 
(2X is a Vertue, by the which God is loved for the love of 
fimſelf;and our neighbour for the love of God, or in God. It 
ts ſaid in the fieſt part or this Deſinition-that Charity is a Uertue. 
Let us fee howecertainly Charity is the excellenteſt vertue that is, 
eben the mother andinurſe of all the reſt. Foz be that bath not cha- 
rity, hath nothing.in him to obtain everlaſting life. This Charicy 
is given when the holy Spirit is given. Foz the holy Spirit being 
reſident in the Soul, makes us to love God foz the lobe of bimſelf, 
and our Neighbour foz' the lobe of God; To lobe God foꝛ the lobe of 
bimfelf,ts to lobe him foz his own ſake, and becauſe he is God, And 
that is to be done thꝛee wapes, that ie, to lobe God abobe all things 
entirely, above all things oꝛderly, abobe all things pꝛecioullig. Me 
will declare theſe thꝛee wayes cf loving God the moze plainly, 
that ebery one may know how to lobe God, | | 
To love God intirelp, is to have a good will to God, and to re⸗ 
joyce greatly that he is ſuch a one as he is: But foꝛ the better un⸗ 
derſtanding hereot, it ſhall not be amifs to ſhew whar it is to love; 
to love is nothing elſe, but to wiſh well to every body: ag when I 
love a man, J wich as well to him as to my ſelf: Now there are 
two manners ok lobe. One is called the covetous lobe, as when a 
Man lobes any thing foꝛ his own pzofit ſake, g in ſuch ſozt men lobe 


their hoꝛſes, theit bictuals, and all other wozldlp neceffaries. The 
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tor the Lobe of it lr; without retpect of particular profit: ag when 
I ſee a man wile, I take pleaſure in him, and Wiſh that the Wer- - 


tues which are in him may not onlp be continued, but alſo en⸗ 
creaſed in him, and this do J, being to him well affectionated, and 
loving him with defight.  * 

There is not in God any god that is not like himtelf. Fo his 
might oz Power, his Mildem, his Percy, his Juſtice, and his 
knowledge are Y2abenly,as he himſeltts, who is all wiſe, all juſt, 
all mercy, all bnewledge, and all mighty; So that we lobe God gs 
bobe afl things tntirely, when we rezoyce and be glad that be is as 
he is, without er arding our pꝛoper pꝛofft o2 Honour.Theu oughteſt 
not to lobe God with a covetons love, that is, thcu muſt not lobe 
God only becauſe he gives thee all things p2ofitable foz thee:roe in 
fo doing thou lobeſt thy ſelf better then thou lobeſt God. If thou 
obe God rightly,he will reward thee greatly:but this lobe muſt be 
fingle and it muſt be pure, and not depending upon anp other thing: 
fo2 who ſo lobeth God fo2 gain, loveth him but as his Poꝛte, in 
whom he delights, becauſe he ſerves his turn. God ought” te be 
lobed lovingly, without reſpect of particular profit. 

itt thon maiſt ask me a question; May J not love God to this 
end, and under this condition, that he may gibe me Þeaven,which 
is the pꝛincipalleſt thing that Man can wiſh foz after this life? the 
Dottfozs tap no, if we conſider well ofthe thing beloved, which is 
God: foꝛ in to doing, thou lobelt thy telt better then thou loveſt God. 
Thau maiſt come to Heaven by this means, as namelp, Ky keeping 
bis Commandements, by gibing Alms, and be doing other good 
deeds, and pet give God his due and lingle- lobe. Now theſe- things 
are not charity it fetf,burt the wozks of Charity. Me ſay then that 
God ourht to be lobed in doing good deeds, and in keeping his com- 
mandements: but this love ought to be entire, without reſpect of 
pꝛofit oꝛ reward. 

To lobe God deder ly above all things is to refer thy ſelf and all 
thy goods to God: ſo that all which thou lobeſt, wiſheſt, de ſt, and lea⸗ 
belt undone, thou oughteſt to lobe, to wiſh, to doe, and leabe 


umdone, foz the lobe of God and his glozy. Thus referring all to 


the Yononr and Glozp of God, thou loveſt God abobe all things oꝛ⸗ 
derly, and accompliſheſt, as much as in thee lpeth, what is wꝛitten in 
Deut. and in Saint Mathew, wohere it is ſaid; Thou ſhalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, with all thy ſoul, and with 2 
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thy ſtrength: Foz what ether thing is it to lobe God with all thine 


heart, with all thy ſoul; and with all thy ſtrength, but to refer all 
things to God, and to-his gloꝛp, all our thoughts, all our wöꝛde, all 
our wozks, all our purpaſes, and all our intents? To love God there 
loꝛe avobe all things oꝛderlp, is to refer to God and his glozp our 
ſelves,and all that is within and without us z which we cannot 
well do, if our thoughts, if our words, if our wozks, be not gocd 
and acceptable unts God. 

To lobe God pꝛeciouſſp, is to lobe him fo dearly, and fo much to 
eſteem of him, that foꝛ no cauſe thou wouldeſt lole him, noꝛ his lobe: 
but wiſh rather to loſe 1hp goods, thy lands, thy limbs, thy lite, 
and the lobe of. the EWWozld. This indeed is to love God lovingly , 
when without reſpect of pꝛofit we referr to God and his glozp all 
that we habe, dur hearts, our hands,.our lips, to pꝛaiſe and mag⸗ 
nine him, and to ſet fozth the greatifeſs of his Divine Pajefty,and 
omnipotenep. To lobe God then fo? the love of himſelf, is to lobe 
God becauſe he is good. And he that loveth God in this ſozt ſpali 
be ſure never to miſcarry oz periſb. 

To lobe thy Neighbotir, it is required that thou do it in God, 02 
foz the love of God. Now thou mul? ijnderſtand that everp Man is 
thy Neighbour; when either thou to them, oꝛ they to thee can ſhew 
mercy oꝛ relief, by fuccour and help; So thet every reaſonable crea⸗ 
ture is thy Nzighbour, tohereſoever he dwell in the Mold. Thus 
are the Saints in Heaven thy N2ighbours{by who exainple thou 
art taught to live godly; wherefoze thun oiightelt'to lobe them and 
all mankind foz the tobe ö God, oz in God. Thou oughteſt to lobe 
thy Neighbour,. becauſe he is good; oz becauſe he ſhould be good, 
then thou loveſt him indeed fo? the lobe of God: everyWan which 
is a Sinner thowoughtett ty-tobe;not' berauſs be is a mier, but be: 
caule he i is d Wan, ſozithe love dt Sode 

Thou oughtefſt to labs in the lin Man that which he bath, 
and to hate that which he lobeth. The finfull Wan loves kin and in- 
iguity, which thou oughteft to hst: The ſinfull Man hateth bis 
Seul and the purity of Natnre, which thou ugttee to lobe. Foz 
Sin is againſt nature, ir deffleth Pature, it oppꝛeſtech nature, pen; 
it quencheth nature and he that committeth im kiſleth his own fott?5 


and coꝛrupteth nature. Thou oug*teſt then to lobe the Soul, and 


the Nature of the Sinner, but not his fin, And when thau gibeſt 
Ame to d inner being in need, thou en not to do it becauſe 
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he is a Man, but becauſe he is a man of the ſame nature that thou 
art. Some be thy friends, and ſome thy Enemies z thy kriends thou 
oughteſt to lobe in God, leſt lob ing them etherwiſe, thou ſþouldeſt 
offend God. Thy Enemie thou oughteſt to love, foz the Lobe of 
God: and if he offend thee in wozd oz deed, and doth repent him, 
and asketh thee ſoꝛgibenets, thou oughteſt fo2 the lobe of God to foꝛ⸗ 
give him with all thy heart, and ta receive into friendſ{þip. Again, 
if thy Enemy be obſtinate and will not ceaſe to perſecute thee, al- 
though thou canſt not pzefently fozgive him, pet thou oughteſt not 
to hate him, but rather to do him good, and to be ready alwapes to - 
pardon him, and then chiefly when he ſþall require it. Pea thou 
oughteſt to do him what good thou canſt in his need. 

By that which we habe ſpoken already it appeareth, that thou 
oughteſt to lobe all men living, both good and bad, friends and foes, 
no woꝛzſe then thy ſelf, Dur Lo2d had an eye to the love of our 
Neighbour, when he ſaid in the 7 of Matthew, All things that thou 
wolild eſt thy Neighbour ſhould do urito thee, do thou the like 
to him. Whoſoever then doth to his Neighbour as be would his 
Nejghbour ſpould do to him, lobeth bis Neighbour as h1mfelf.25ut 
this is to be underſtood accozding to God and reaſon. Foz if one 
offering to pleaſure thee, bꝛing thee a Mench ta lpe with thee, oz 
lend thee a ſwo?d to fighr, and to kill another, as reaſon would in⸗ 
ſtruct thee to refuſe ſuch offers, fo the lobe accozding to God ſhould 
teach thee obedience, and they both ought to be the rule of thy life, 
and the lights to guide thee in the dark places. Thus far have we 
declared, in as much bꝛebitp as we could, how a man ought to love 
God and his Peighbour. Now * ** to ſpew the effects of love 
and Charity. : *o GAP:

O tongue in the Wozld can tell fo2 truth all the Excellency ot 
the effects and praiſes of love oz charity: For firſt of: all, ſbe

to that ſaying of Saint John ; behold what Love or Charity the 
Father hath ſhewed unto us, to make us the Children of God, 
S. Paul alſo ſaith That choſe which be lead by the Spirit of God, 
are the Children of God: For you have not received the ſpirit of 

ondage,to fear any more but you have received the Spirit of 
Adoption, whereby we ery Abba Father, and that ſame Spirit 
Ci which is the Spirit oi Lobe v7 r? DEACETD witneſs with 
our 
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our Spirit, that we be the Children and Heirs of God, and Co- 
heirs with Chriſt, Can we deſire a thing moze excellent, than to be 
the childzen of God and Peirs of Peaven?what digaity is that to 
boaſt of? Such as habe feeling of the love of God in their hearts, 
habe bokdneſs's courage, though the wozld contemn them. Foz this 
is certain, that they whom the wozld batetþ,are not the childzen of 
the woꝛld, but the childzen of God:as contrartwiſe,ſucþ as che woꝛld 
lobeth,they indeed are the childꝛen of the world. Secondly; Charity 
wozbeth the cauſe in us, that God dwellech in us: who dwellech 
in Charity, faith S. John, dwelleth in God, and God in him Our 
Lozd likewiſe ſaith. If any Man love me he will keep my Com- 
mandements, and my Father will come and dwell wich him. Can 
we deſire a moꝛe rich, a moze bountiful, oa moze libers] Pcft 
than he.?

Lobe oz Charity 
makes men to conlider of things pzeſent and viſtble, as if they were 
not. Lobe maketh a pure and clean heart, which map contemplate 
and behold Deavenly things. By love, the Goods of this WWozld 
are well ozdered,. and by Lobe the Goods. of this Moꝛld are 
rontemneds and by Lobe the ſecrets of God are revealed. . aint 
John ſaith, That God is Love oz Charity, whereby no doubt he 
meaneth the Father, the Son, and the holy Ghoſt, che thzee perſons in 
Trinity : God the Father is Charity, God the Son is Charitp, and 
God the holp Gholt is charity. This Love oz Charity requireth in 
the ſame ſuch likely things,namelp,love and charity, by the which, 
as by ſome ſpiritual affinity thou art joyned unto God, which Love. 
alfo boldly commeth unto God, and familiarly ſpeaketh unto him, 
without anp doubt oz fear. Be that loveth not, ſhall loſe his 
Like: but Me that loveth, alwayes liſteth his eyes to God, 
whom be. lobeth, whom he-defireth , on whom he muteth, in 
whom he is refreſþ2d, and by mn be is pꝛeſerbed: ſuch a debout 
e, e Fes "> IE Ne Lo and 
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and religious ſoul doth fo ling, fo ſap, read, lo difpoſe all his butt- 
neſs and ſo circumſpectly fezeſeetÞ all things, as if God were eber 
pzeſent with Pim, as doubtleſs in ſpirit be is. The man in whole 
ſoul the lobe of God is lodged, ſo pꝛapeth, as ff God were perfonal- 
ly pꝛeſent with Pim. 

Lhe Love of Charity awaketh the ſou] when ſþ2 is aflcep,it puts 
him in mind ok His Salvation, it ſoftneth and moyſteneth the 
Peart, Charity oz Love ſetteth the cold Peart on fire. Love maketh 
the froward ſoul gentle. Love chaſeth away fin, Love keepeth the af- 
fections of tbe fleſh and blood under. Love amendeth lewd Weng 
manners. Love reneweth the Spirit, Love bzid!eth the light mot: 
ons of wanton youth, all this wozketh Love oz Charity, where ſþe 
is pꝛeſent. Contrariwiſe where Love oz Charity is abſent, there 
tbe Soul doth Languiſh and waxeth cold: even as a Caldꝛon of wa- 
ter doth, when the fire is taken from under it, and raked abzoad, 
Charity is the only thing whereby the foul boldly appzoarbeth unte 
Eod, conſtantly cleabeth unto him, and familiarly ſpeaketh unto 
him. The Soul that loveth God cannot but think, and talk of God, 
inſomuch that it bateth all ungodlp things. Who fo will know 
God, muſt lobe God: the moze that one loves God, the moze be 
growes in the knowledge of God. To read, to weite, and to ſtudy 
of God, pieldeth no true knowledge of Cod, without Love. In vain 
do we read, in Main do we talk, in Main do we pzeach, in Wain 
do we p2ap to God, if. we do not fobe God 3 the love of God in⸗ 
gendeeth the lobe of thine own Soul, and maketh it attentive al⸗ 
wayes to God. God 16bes to be 1oved again: and when he labeth, he 
xequireth nothißßg but lobe: happy therefaze is he that tobeth God. 
The Soul which loveth God rejecteth bis own; ztfections, being 
earneſtly given to Gods lobe. The Soul that lopeth häth no fears 
the ſoul that loveth not, is eber in fear. The Soul that loveth, is 
carrped by pzomiſes, and dꝛawn by defires unto Peaben: the Thu 2, 
that bath in it the pzelence of Gods lobe, is tickled with jop, a 

with rabiſping leapeth up to Peaben, habing by contemplation 
exceeding great joptuluefs, Love bzeeds famiſtaritp with God, ka⸗ 
miliarity breeds boldneſs with God, boldnetz breeds the täſte of 
God,and Taſte bzeedeth an hunger alter God. At I ſbould declare all 
rhe exceliency of Love oz Charity, the time tould fail me, and mine 
Abtlity in that behalfe would not ſiiffice 3 But let this ſtand, ſoz a 
concluſion, that the Soul which is touched with the lobe of God 
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cannot deffre any thing contrary to God: bit eber after it bath re⸗ 
ceived any taſte of Bin, it cryeth out, and ſoith with the Pꝛophet, 
Pſal, 14. O Lord God, like as the Hart deſireth the Fountains o 
water, even ſo long I after thee. Mell then Sir Knight, lift up 
thy Saul, and remember the great Love and Charity cf God, and 
his manifold beneits beſtowed upon thee, that by them tp 
Peart being enlighytned, thou maift encreaſe and go ſoꝛvard day 
by day in deing good wozks, to the glceifping of Cod, ths de⸗ 
lightech in the lame, acco2ding as it is ſaid: Let your light ſo thine 
before men, that they ſeeing your good works may glorifie 
God in Heaven. Thus much touching theſe three ſpiritual Tiers 
tues: now come Wwe to the four mozall Wertues. 


CAP, VII. 


The deſcription of the four moral Vertues, Prudence, Juſtice, 
Fortitude, and Temperance, | 
p theſe four Mozral Uertues Man liveth ozderlp in this moꝛtal 
| ile. Saint Hierom ſath that che Chꝛiſtian man by theſe fur 
libeth well in this moztality, and by them after desth cometh to 
everlaſting Life. Prudence knoweth the good we ſþould do, end e⸗ 
bil we ſhould leave. Juſtice doth good. Temperance leaveth the 
evill, Fortitude is conſtant, without loſing courage in adverſity, . 
o2 waxing pꝛoud in pꝛoſperity. Prudence teacheth-man how to ap⸗ 
pꝛoach unto God Fortitude and Temperance,how to govern him⸗ 
ſelf 5 Juſtice, how to uſe his Neighbour. Theſe are the four things 
which Satan ſþasteth at, to deſtrop the Soul, 

By Prudence, which is the rule of right Reafon, we govern 
our ſelves wiſely, we oꝛder our affairs diſcreetly, doing nothing but 
Right and reaſon. In Prudence conſiſtech Reaſon, Knowlzdge, 
Foze-fight, Aptneſs to gibe good Counſell. Plato ſaith That Pru- 
denee is the Governeſs of all Pozal Uertues, ſbewing bcw we 
{þould underſtand and uſe the rell: Foꝛ as Faith inſdzmeth eus what 
we ſhould hope after, and what we o::ghr'to love: eben fo Prudence 
teacheth us bow we ſheuld uſe Juſtice, Fortitude, qnd Tempe- 
rance. Ariſtotle faith, that it is inipoſſible but a pzudent Man 
ſhould be good. If he mean mozal geodnefs, it is meſt true: fo2 a 
wife Man doth nothing but that which is lawfull $ But pet with⸗ 
gut Lobe oz Charity, Prudence is a Uertue no moze meritozioug, 
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then Faith without Love and Charitp. But if the pzudent man lobe 
God with all his heart, it is unpoſſible but that he ſpould do good, 
and conſequently be good. . 8 

Juſtice is a Uertue uſed in two fozts, ſometimes it is a general 
Aertue, and compzehends in her ſelf all Uertue: as the man that 
Abeth well and juſtiy, is therefoze called good: and Juſtice o⸗ 
therwiſe is underſtood a particular Uertue, called Juſtice diſtri⸗ 
butive , peelding to ebery one that which unte him belongeth. 
This Uertue, Juſtice diftributive is convenient foz all men, and 
p2incipally foz Emperours, Kings, and tuch as have the Admini- 
ſtration and Governments of Common-wealths ; to the end that 
they may peeld to every one their right, defending the innocent, 
and puniſping the offender ; doing juſtice and right, accozding to 
equity, as well to little as great, and to pooz as rich. Many habe 
juſtice painted in their Youſes, and yet habe w2ongiull dealing 
lodged in their hearts. Pany a one hath Chꝛiſt in their mouth, 
but the D2vil in their minde. Me that will be acceptable to 
G O D, be mult be juſt in wozd, upzight in deed, undefiled in 
thought. | | . a 

Fortitude is a bertue, unto which belongs a magnificent cou⸗ 
rage, not fearing any thing but unlawfal actions. Me that bath 
this bertue, keeps himſelf conſtant in adberütp, and wareth not 
pꝛoud in pꝛotoeritp. Fortitude gibes a man Pagnanimity, Con⸗ 
ſtancp, Pope, Aſſurance, Patience, and Perſeberance. With this 
AUertue the Wartyzs of all Degrees and Ages were endued, ground- 
ed upon a firm Faith, contemning the wozld, and ſetting light by 
the tozments ok Tprants, imbꝛacing death, rather then to denp 
Chꝛiſt. Gods Pꝛophets were armed with Fortitude, who without 
flattery repꝛehended the Kings of Iſrael and Juda of their falt woz- 
ſþip of God, and feared not their furies. The Apoſtles of Jetus 
Chzift were armed with Forticude, who feared not to controll the 
wiſdom of the wiſe, and banquiſh ſuch as were in high places, that 
they might with contented mindes carry the poak of Chꝛiſt. This 
they did, not with mans power, oz warlike weapons, but with di- 
bine Doctrine: not defiring to kill any one, but ts die themſelbes. 
It is a great wozlds wonder, that fo feto (imple ſouls, umarmed, 
unlearned, and having no humane policy, ſpould vanquiſÞ the wif- 
dom of the We921d, confound earthly policy and ſtrength, and ſub- 
due Kings, and being them in obedience to the Faith of Chꝛiſt, re- 
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voking the People from falſe Religion. and Adozation of Devils. 


With this Uertue of fortitude Kings ought to be Armed, not fear- 
ing anp danger foz the Delence of the Faith of Feſus Chꝛiſt, but 


teing of one mind with the holy Bartyrs of God.With thts vertue 


cught Pzeachers to be armed. woꝛzthilp defending the wozd of God, 
againſt all Pereticks and Enemies of the ſame, not fearing the 
thzeatnings of Perſecutozs whatſoeber. But pou muſt underſtand 
that fortitude is not a dealer in the committing ofunlawfull deeds: 
. as to bear, hurt, o2 kill thy bzother, unleſs it be juftIp done in thy 
own defence, oꝛ foz thy Countries cauſe : otherwiſe it is a mere 
Malice. Mozeover, ſuch as deſserately diſpatch themſelves, as 


WMzetches weary of Life, they do it not by Foztitude, but by the 


Temptation of the Devill, who is permitted of Gods ſufferance 
to tempt fome even to the making away of themſelbes. Such 
People are not Waliant, foz it is not fortitude, unleſs it be in 
lawfull deeds, as in the defence of thine own Perſon, the Magi⸗ 
ſtrate, thy Country, oz the Faith of Cbꝛiſt, ſoz the which to ſuf= 
fer death is excellent fortitude. | 

Temperance( faith S. Auſten) is an aàffectien to refrain the ap⸗ 
petite when a Man ts exceſſively inclined, Temperance hath ruls o⸗ 
ver pleaſures and delights, refufing to meddle in any thing which 
cannot be done without offending God, and not falling into any. 
exceſs whatſoever, wherein a man map paſs the rule of reafon. To 
libe in Temperance, is to diſpoſe every thing accozding to the right 
tiſe thereto it was appointed. Theſe four Uertues habe four Ut- 
ces clean contrary unto them, by the which Uices, the Uertues 


are coꝛrupted and deftroped. Prudence by Folly, Juſtice by Cove- 


touſneſs, Fortitude by Pride, and Temperance by Inconſtancy is 


defaced. Theſe Alices are ſignified by the four plagues, which con- 


tumed the Goods'of Job, namely : The Sabees, the Chaldees, the 
fozce of Fire, and the Wiolence of a vehement Wind, The Sabees 


of Folly made habock of Prudence Dren., The Chaldees: of Pride 


led awap the Camels of Forcicude, The fire of Lechery made waſte 
of Temperance Sheep. And the beyſterous winde of Covetouſneſs, 
overthꝛew the Pouſes of Juſtice, The four Uertues likewife are de⸗ 
boured of their adverſary Wices, accoꝛding as Joel complaineth a⸗ 
gainſt the Wicked Jewes, under ſour notable things; decp- 
. phering the four Wices Dppcſite and againſt the four Uertues 
befoze⸗ named. Theſe (our things are the Caterpillar, ths 
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Garbe wer t the Locuft,and the Blaſting: all which four tbings be⸗ 
ing bent to waſtiullneſs, leave nothing unſpopled. By the Cater- 
pillar is meant foolilþ bꝛagging » which deſtropech the UGertue of 

Prudence, By the Gꝛaſhopper is meant Pꝛide, which deſtropeth 
the Mertue of Fortitude. By the Locuſt is meant Covetouſneſs, 
which deſtropeth the Ucrtue of Juſtice, And by Blaſting is meant 
Lechery, which deſtropeth the Uertue-of Temperance, Foz faoliſh 
bagging deſtropeth the Mertue of Mildem. Pꝛide cozrupteth the 
State. Abarice debours Juſtice. Lecherp ſpopleth Temperance. 

Now therefoze, Sir Knight, I with thee to refrain trom theſe 
inſatiable Utces, leſt thou loſe the enjoping of theſe four notable 
Moꝛall Uertues: thou knoweſt what company thou hadſt in the 
Palace of Vertue; there thou ſaweſt Gods Grace, Faith, Hope, 
Charity, Prudence, Juſtice, Fortitude, Temperance, and that 
goodneſs which none know but thep who habe had experience. 

CAP. VIII. 
How Faith from the top of the Tower, ſneweth unto the Knight 
the City of Heaven. 


* Good Underſtanding had delivered theſe good wozds, 

was rabiſbed in my mind, I felt not my ſelf, loſt my taſte, 
I neither regarded meat no2 d2zink, and moſt of all J marvelled 
that Night appꝛoached not, becauſe many hours were conſumed, 
Being in that amaze, Vercue told me that darkneſs bad nothing 
to do where ſhe dwelt. Then Memory put me in mind » what Gods 
Grace told me by the wap, ſaping: that by the wozks of *Faith, 
which are the fruits of the ſame, J might perceive and ſee the City 
of Heaven, wherein is compꝛehended true Felicity.

Then Faich from her Tower ſpewed me a high Bill, wherean 
woes built a marvellous ſumptuous Cityz and ſhe told me it was 
the City 2f Deaben; wherein is compzebended true Blefſedneſs and 


periect F a In that erde J ſaw never a Arle, Which made 
2 5 me 
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me märbel, untill that Faith told me, that the Lozd God Almighty 
was the Temple of that City. There needs no ſhining of the Sun, 
no bzightneſs of the Woon, no glittering of the Stars, to give 
them light, fov2 Almighty God is their true Light himſelf. None 
enters into this City, but ſuch as are written in the book of Life. 
Furthermoze, Faith told me, that there was no Adverſity, no fin, 
no iniquity, no fear, no ſoꝛrow, no ſpame, no darkneſs, no pain, no 
unquietneſs, no ill, no grudging: finally, nothing that ſavoureth of 
moꝛtality: but there was Pzoſperity, Perfection, Unity, Love, 
Gladnefs, NQuietneſs, Charity, ſure Ref, perpetual Felicity, and 
everlaſting jop in God, with eternal Pappineſſe.

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that I might remain till in her Tower, the which willingly ſhe 
granted me, inſomuch that J was never wearp out of her ſower 
_ Window to behold Heaven : yea, the moze J bebeld it, “ moze 
beautifull it ſeemed. Then J was loath to live in this Wiezld, and 
deſired, that J might dye, the ſooner to habe the ſight and enjoying 
ok Chꝛiſt mp Redeemer : and kneeling bp 'my ſelf all alone, J made 
this Paper, ſaying 2: : 
O How happy is the ſoul that is out of this earthly priſon, and 
reſteth'in Heaven moſt joy full, ſeeing his Saviour face to face! 
That ſoul, is without fear and affliction. O how happy is the ſoul 
which is in the company of Angels and holy Saints, ſing ing pray 
ſes unto the Moſt High! Such a Soul ſurely is laden with abun- 
dance of joy. O happy ſociety of Citizens. O happy company of 
Saints, which lamented in their mortall life, but now raigne with 
God immortally. O ſweet Jeſus, let me come to thy pleaſant City, 
where thy Citizens ſee thee daily, to their great delight.

ober of God, he killed himfeif upon the Pount - Gilboa, Again, 
touching the ſame matter, Judas at the firſt when God made him 
an Apoſtle, was good and dut ifull, but when he had put Perſeve- 
rance away, he became a Thief, and by Covetouſneſs he betrayed 
and ſold: his Paſter Chziſt: and being kozſaken of God, he be⸗ 
came a Repꝛobate, fell into deſperation, and with a Halter banged 
bimtelf. When J beard Perſeverance ſap fo, fo2 fear leſt the 
like ſþould befall me, I deſlred thecounſell of Good Undecſtand- 
iug, to ſhew me the means bow” I might keep Perſeverance. al- 
wayes with me, that in ſo doing J might not be depꝛived of the 
gloꝛiaus City of Heaven. To which requeſt of mine the good Per- 
mit Underſtanding;tendzing the ſafety of my Saul, and having a 
careiull regard to all my Endeavours, did pield, and ſpate te me on 
this wife Ni 4.

Good Underſtanding ſhewerh. the Knight how to keep perſe« 
verance alwayes with him, ron 
AJ Son, the laſt point of thy Souls health ( quoth Good Un-

thee, foz if ſhe fozſake thee, then mult thou needs loſe the pleaſures 
of Lady Vercues Palace, wherein thou art now. From whence if 
thou go back, thou ſpalt be ſure to.lofe the jopes of Peaven, Thou 
mult theretoze remain conſtant without waberingzthe which to do> 
thou muſt by devout and continual pꝛaper faithfully: crave belpof 
Gods grace.

Imagine thou waſt never touch⸗ 
ed with that crime, well, it is much, but pet thou haſt been culpable 
in ſome other as bad, oz elſe wozſe 2: upon this examination refoꝛm 
thy ſelf : ſuppoſe thou art in no fault, thou mult not therefoze eſteem 
thy ſelf better than he that is in fault, knowing thou art of fach a 
nature as he is, and made of the ſame ſtuff as he is, and therefoze 
notwithſtanding thy ſuppoſition, a ſinner and offender, as well ag 
he 3 ſo that both need amending.

often pꝛap deboutlp to God, and when thou wilt fo do, thou muſt 


dꝛaw thy ſelf from all affafrs.: ſoꝛ Pzayer is a lifting up of the heart 
to God, and a pꝛibate ſpeech of the foul with God. If it be ſo, were 
there any rezfon, that a man ſhould dꝛaw his cogitations from God, 
v2 rather (all outward bufinefſe put apart) with all reverence to 
fubmit tby foul befoze him. All this notwithſtanding, it is not foz- 
bidden in all our #ffajrs to pꝛap and ſing Pſalms to-Gods gloꝛp, and 
oftentimes with Tears to ſay the Loꝛds Pꝛaper, oꝛ any other Pꝛap⸗ 
er to that effect. And here by the wap thou miſt underſtand, that the 
1ongeft Pꝛaper is not the pzofitableſt, becauſe of the multitude of 
cogitations of the minde, beſides that thou muſt be devout, foe the 
pꝛapers which are done with devotion of the heart do p2offt, all 


other pꝛapers are but bain, and to no purpeſe. Jr thou nꝛongunce 


- but thzee wozds as the Publican did, ſaying, God be niercifull to
